Some Historical Traditions 


By MARY TAYLOR FALT 


BEVERLY'S seashore territory is claimed to have been 
the first in New England to have been sought for 
summer homes. This assertion excites renewed interest 
‘in the traditions of Beverly, her beginnings as a sum- 
mer resort, her present day affluence and fame as the 
summer home of the leading men of the country and multi- 
millionaires. Every headland of Beverly’s coast line 
from Tuck’s Point, Manchester, to Paine’s Head, Bev- 
erly, was originally fishing stages of the early settlers, 
who erected their fish flakes upon them and cured there 
thousands of tons of fish. 
Starting from the present Beverly Farms section 
of Beverly this article will endeavor to present the 
traditional and historical derivation and origin of such 
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modern famous resorts of Beverly as ‘‘The Farms,’’ 
Pride’s Crossing, Cushing, Hospital and Burgess Points, 
Montserrat, ete. 

Beverly Farms or West Farms derived its name 
from John West of Ipswich. About 1650 he bought 
from John Blackleach, a freeman of Beverly in 1635, 
300 acres of Beverly’s colonial lands. This large terri- 
tory extended from the Woodbury (or Paine) estate 
westerly to Jeffery’s Creek (Manchester). West Beach 
at Beverly Farms thus derived its’ name. 

Pride’s Crossing, owes its name to Peter Pride, one 
of Beverly’s early settlers in 1660, who received his 
grant of land at or near the present Pride’s Crossing 
on condition that ‘‘he direct travelers passing that

way.’ <A lineal descendant of that same Peter Pride 
presides over the little postoffice at Pride’s today. He 
is as useful and courteous in the present day affairs 
of Pride’s Crossing as his ancestor was in its beginning. 

Beverly’s beautiful promontory near the lighthouse 
was known as Paul’s Head. Breastworks were erected 
there during the Indian and Revolutionary Wars. It 
was also the location of Beverly’s coast guard during 
the war of 1812. The name Hospital Point, given this 
locality later, originated from a _ small-pox hospital 
located there in 1801. The hospital cost $450 and was 
destroyed by fire: The property was originally owned 
by Paul Thorndike, one of the first selectmen of the 
town. ; 

Two Montserrats are listed in the gazetteers. 
is in Spain and the other m the West Indies. Beverly’s 
Montserrat, I believe, is not listed. In a sense it need 
not be, for it has gained international renown as the 
summer home of President Taft. In seeking informa- 
tion regarding the derivation of Montserrat, I was told 
there, that it was so-called for a Count Montserrat of 
South America. He had business dealings with the 
colonial fish merchants of Beverly. He was so highly 
esteemed by them he was thus honored. 

Montserrat owes her present up-building to the 
late Henry W. Peabody, whose widow still owns 
“Parramatta.” The late Mr. Peabody acquired 150 
acres of this portion of Beverly, namely the Hibbert 
and Laurel Pastures and Turtle and Prospect Hills, 
now flourishing residential sections of Montserrat both 
permanent and summer.

Burgess Point, or the historical Woodbury’s Point. 
adjoining Hospital Point, derived its, name from Ben- 
jamin Burgess, father of the famous yacht designer and 
aviator of Marblehead. Burgess Point in latter day 
history has become famous as the location of the initial 
summer home of the Presidential family at Beverly. 
During the autumn of 1910 this famous cottage was 
removed by water, on floats, to Marblehead and remod- 
eled as a summer home. Its site is being developed by 
Mrs. Robert Dawson Evans of Boston, now owner of 
the greater portion of Burgess Point, into beautiful 
and costly Italian gardens. 

Cushing’s or Ober’s Point, where is located the 
summer home of Guy Norman of Boston, was another 
colonial fishing stage. Richard T. Parker, a prominent 
Bostonian, was the first to build on this Point in 1861. 
may Norman cottage is on the original site of the John 

G. Cushing home. 

As Beverly is today the proud possessor of a most 
enviable list of ‘‘dilatory domiciles,’’ so it lays claim 
to the first ‘‘summer boarder,’’ who stopped in rural 
surroundings. The Isaae Prince farm, now the fash- 
ionable Paine Place at Pride’s, was his habitation. 
from his early enthusiasm of the beautiful and varied 
scenery abounding there, he caused others to follow his 
example. 

John G. King of Boston, was this pioneer summer 
cesident of Beverly. In 1844, he bought the J. M. 
Chissell farm near Mingo Beach, Pride’s. He paid $900 
for it. ‘‘Jake’’ Winchester, the old stage driver be- 
tween Boston and Beverly, helped to drive the bargain 
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and received $100 as a gift. The present summer estate 
at Pride’s of Congressman Nicholas Longworth’s mo- 
ther is part of that same Thissell farm. 

The Isaac Prince farm (now Paine Place, Pride’s) 
was a 100 acre farm. Charles T. Paine of Boston pur- 
vhased it. He paid $6000 for it. Mr. Prince was so 
fearful he had over-charged him, he gave him a pair 
ot cattle as a bonus. Since 1844 to 1888 estates 
amounting to $200,000 were sold from the confines of 
this farm. From thereon to the present time, prices for 
which estates have been sold in this particular section 
of Beverly have been princely in their magnitude. 

Contemporary with Mr. Paine was C. G. Loring of 
Boston, who bought the Benjamin Smith farm near the 
Henry Clay Frick estate. Mr. Loring built the first 
summer residence in Beverly. P. T. Jackson and Frank- 
lin Dexter, other Bostonians, also acquired property 
about this time at Pride’s. Augustus Lowell, father 
of the President of Harvard University, built the sum- 
mer home at Pride’s now owned by Mrs. G. Howland 
Shaw of Boston on Hale street, Pride’s. 

-In 1846 Franklin Haven, David A. Neal, President 
of the old Eastern R. R.; Col. Henry Lee and Samuel 
Cabot, all of Boston, secured land at Beverly Farms. 
Samuel Cabot built the first house on West Beach, 
Beverly Farms, the popular bathing and recreation 
beach with its splendid up-to-date bathing pavilion. 
The fine estate of Sidney E. Hutchinson of Philadelphia, 
bordering on the beach, was originally owned by Jon- 
athan Preston. What is known now as the Pump cot- 
tage, Beverly Farms, the property of John F. Wilkins 
of Washington, was once the site of a grocery store 
owned by James S. Peary and one of the landmarks of 


primitive Beverly Farms. The Andrew Larcom place 
at the Farms was purchased by Gordon Dexter of Bos- 
ton, who has developed it into his present fine estate. 

Wm. D. Pickman of Boston was among the first 
Bestonians to settle at Hospital Poimt, Beverly. <A 
little later Col. Wm. D. Sohier, father of the present 
Col. Sohier, Benjamin Burgess and the Lawrence fam- 
ily chose sites at Burgess and Hospital Points. The 
cottage at Hospital Point now owned by Alexander 
Steinert of Boston was built by the late Henry W. 
Peabody. The late Arthur Rotch, one of Boston’s 
leading architects, purchased it and later it was sold to 
Mr. Steinert. The late Senator Don Cameron of Penn- 
sylvania occupied it one season. 

Therefore the North Shore owes much to these 
many old and representative Boston families, who 
helped to bring about the formative period of Beverly’s 
resort business. Not only did her scenic beauties appeal 
to them, but many of their distinguished ancestors 
were Beverly colonists. By settling in the midst of 
ancestral traditions there was added interest and charm 
in their surroundings. Always keen at investments 
good financial results were also realized from their 
holdings. Their choice of Beverly therefore became a 
criterion. 

The personnel of Beverly’s summer colonists has 
become national, so that the modern Beverly, like her 
sister resorts on the North Shore, has welcomed tour- 
ists from nearly every part of the country and from 
ibroad. With their abundant wealth, and distinction, 
the colonial farms and the fishing stages were swept 
into the dim and distant past. 

The first ‘‘summer boarder’’ came rumbling along 
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the rugged old North Shore highway from Boston in a 
stage coach. The modern ‘‘summer resident’’ rides to 
his ‘‘dilatory domicile,’ more often than otherwise, in 
his private car costing a small fortune with all the 
attendant luxuries for travel. 

Such captains of industry of the country as the 
railroad magnate, Judge W. H. Moore of New York; 
Washington B. Thomas, head of the sugar corporation ; 
Henry Clay Pierce, the St. Louis wire and oil magnate ; 
Mrs. E. C. Swift, widow of one of the founders of the 
ereat meat corporation; Wm. M. Wood, head of the 
American Woolen Company; F. L. Higginson, R. T. 
Paine, Jr., Wm. Stewart and John T. Spaulding, Mrs. 
Lucius Manlius Sargent, daughter of T. Jefferson Cool- 
idge of Boston, are names to conjure with in the 
country’s industrial, social and philanthropical prog- 
ress. They are all located today on Paine Place, Pride’s 
Crossing, the former Isaac Prince farm. $6000 would 
not buy a house lot even of the city size on Paine 
place today. Mansions and estates valued at millions 
distinguish the modern Paine Place. Its entrance is 
opposite the most unassuming Pride’s depot. Hand- 
some, carved stone pillars head the entrance to Paine 
Place. Beautiful rhododendron bordered walks, con- 
crete drives, sylvan loveliness, vistas of sea and beach 
together with the wonderful gardens of the estates in 


all their floral beauty, all combine to make it an ideal - 
summer locality. 

The great show place of all the Beverly resorts is 
the H. C. Frick mansion at Pride’s. This annually 
proves a special point of interest to all tourists.. Mr. 
‘rick developed his estate in the beginning from the 
estate of Dr. Russell Tyson of Chicago. He enlarged 
his holdings until the estate embraces many acres on 
both sides of the street. ‘‘Hagle Rock,’’ as it is called, 
embodies all the luxuries, up-to-date arrangements, etc., 
that millions can provide. So long as ‘‘Hagle Rock’’ 
exists in Pride’s, Beverly will be justly famous as the 
ideal home for multi-millionaires of whom Mr. Frick 
is one of Beverly’s most enthusiastic and loyal admirers 
of her scenic and health-giving attributes. 

The names mentioned in this article are but a par- 
tial list of the numerous distinguished people, who have 
sought out Beverly and made her such a noteworthy 
and valuable city in national history. Diplomatic and 
social Washington is practically now transported to 
Beverly and her neighboring shores each season. To- 
gether with her other prominent representatives from 
the leading social centers of the country Beverly has a 
distinction all her own. It is not a passing one but as 
in the past a historical one. Beverly indeed owes 
much to her pioneer summer residents from Boston. 


Cape Ann as a Tourists’ Haven 


A Walk Along the Coast

OW many thousands and perhaps millions of years 
the conflict between the persistent sea and the stolid 
rocky shore has been going on only the Creator knows. 
And how many races of man will come and go witnessing 
the eternal warfare, our imaginations are too feeble to 
tell. 

It is but a yesterday in the calendar of the ages hardy 
Norsemen heard the mad sea thunder against the inmov- 
able cliffs, it is but an hour since Captain John Smith, 
Champlain and Captain Kidd became spectators of the 
grand battle, and yet each hour has seen some advantage 
to the sea. A pebble torn loose from the cliffs, a wound or 
fisstire slowly . growing larger, are trophies of the 
conflict. Stubborn as may be the resistance of the bold 
shore, yet slowly and ceaselessly the mighty onslaught 
of the sea is ever carving the rocks into fantastic and 
curious shapes and ever wearing them away. 

To witness that battle and to behold the wonders that 
the seas of ages have performed we take a trolley to 
East Gloucester and thence by foot journey to Eastern 
point, prepared for a day’s outing along the coast. 

On the extreme point is Mother Ann. This curious 
natural stone carving as of a woman half reclining, sug- 
gests a female Prometha, who for some unforgivable 
crime against the Gods has been doomed to be chained at 
the edge of the sea for an eternity while the surfs are ever 
biting and chafing against her ankles. 

It is a curious formation of rock with almost a sug- 
gestion of the supernatural; and still it is not as beautiful 
as it is unusual. Immovable, silent, awesome, even grand, 
but withal painfully cruel. 

We leave Ann to her solitude and pass by a lagoon 
separated by only a narrow strip of land from the ocean 
and soon come to the rock strewn coast of Bass Rocks. 
There are no Mother Anns or other curious carvings 


here, but there is beauty in every ledge and _ boulder. 
Here is a moss-covered ledge, gray and green and here 
one of a burnt sienna color while near-by is a boulder of 
yellow ochre color. How beautiful are the colors of the 
rocks. No paints that come in tubes can do them full 
justice. , 

It is calm today, but the rocks are nevertheless on 
their guard, waiting for the sea to again muster her 
forces for another onslaught. 

A walk along the rocks brings us within a short time to 
Little Good Harbor beach with the marshes nearby and 
the woods as a background, and at Long Beach we find 
the same scenery. Creeks winding among the marshes 
with serpentine coils lazily empty into the ocean. Over- 
head the gulls sail in silent flight and crows “caw” as 
they circle to their nests in the pine trees beyond the 
marshes. What places of beauty these woods can reveal. 
to us will necessitate a visit some other day. 

We have crossed the beach and are now on the focky 
moor off the coast of which are the islands which Cap- 
tain John Smith called the “Three Turks,” to commemor- 
ate a battle years before with three Ottomen. ‘They are 
called today Thatcher’s, Milk and Straitsmouth islands. 
Thatcher’s was named after Anthony Thatcher, a resident 
of Marblehead, who was shipwrecked with several others 
on the rocks of the island in the year 1635 (The story is 
interestingly told in the History of the Town of Rock- 
port). Milk island was so named because cattle were 
formerly pastured there and Straitsmouth, because of its 
location. 

One would never associate piracy with Milk island 
and yet legends tell us that either here or on the very moor 
over which we walk is buried the treasure of Captain 
Kidd which he never reclaimed. Search has been made, 
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but the ill-gotten gold has again mingled with the dust 
and has never been found. 

Only a few years back that part of the moor known 
as Flat Point where now is a thriving summer colony 
was only a pasture. On a summer’s day one might stroll 
over the ledges and thro’ masses of fragrant wild roses, 
the hum of the bees being the only sound to reach his 
ears, save the lowing of the cattle. 

Of the three islands Thatcher’s is best known as its 
lights are the last landmark of America seen from steam- 
ers bound for the old country. The ships pass some 
eighteen miles outside. 

Straitsmouth island is the most beautiful, its rugged 
cliffs being full of the most gorgeous colorings. And 
across the Gap on Gap Head the rocks rising sixty feet 
Or more above the ocean are inspiring because of their 
ruggedness. 

As one pictures in his imagination the beauty of the 
whole moor before a summer cottage was built upon it 
he cannot but think that man does indeed mark the earth 
with ruin. And standing on the cliffs some day in the 
autumn when the sea runs wild the words of Byron come 
to his lips: 

Roll on! Thou deep and dark blue ocean, Roll! 

Ten thousands ships sail over thee in vain. 

Man marks the earth with ruin 

His control stops with the shore; 

Upon the deep the wrecks are all thy deed, 

Nor doth remain a shadow 

Of man’s ravages save his own 

When—for a moment like a drop of rain, 

He sinks into thy depths with bubbling groan 

Without a grave; unknelled, uncoffined and 
unknown! 

It was from these rocks some thirty odd years ago 
that a young man named Rogers was swept away by the 
surf. ‘Those who have never seen a wild tempest on the 
coast can hardly believe that the water can dash so high. 
But watch a “line” storm in September and what wild- 
ness and anger one beholds. Man has the land under 
control. Only God can still the sea. 

Passing by more rocks and cliffs we soon are on the 
Headlands with the little inner harbor of Rockport lying 
below. ‘The other side of the harbor, Bearskin Neck as 
it is called (see Rockport history for the story), looks 
very picturesque and quaint. Picturesque, altho’ a stock 
word used rather too much in descriptions, is the only 
word which will appropriately describe the fish houses 
and the granite piers, for they do make an unusual picture. 
The staunch little fishing craft lying idly at the wharves 
with nets drying on the masts, the shacks behind and in 
the remote background the shore at Pigeon Cove—where

in America can be found a spot more unspoiled by the 
“spic and span” of so-called modern enterprise? 

How beautiful the town ot Kockport 1s nestled in the 
valley, its church spires landmarks tor miles out at sea. 
One of these spires, that of the Congregational church, 
was the target tor British cannon during the war of 1812, 
the original cannon being now mounted in the ‘Town hall 
yard. 

We walk through the streets of the town quaint and 
crooked, pass by colonial houses across the beautiful little 
beach and through a beautiful willow road and we again, 
approach the quarries. We look into the deep pit and 
can hardly realize that so much stone has been removed 
in less than go years. We will visit them some day and 
learn more about the industry. 

Through Pigeon Cove, past its pretty little harbor 
and along the coast we walk until we reach Halibut point, 
the extreme end of Cape Ann. No place on the entire 
coast would have been more suited for a hotel and a 
beautiful summer colony, but alas! it is too late. With 
drill and dynamite man and his industry has blown away 
the beauty and opened great holes from which he takes 
granite. 

Man does indeed “mark the earth with ruin” but 
as we look over the water, now wild, now calm, the same 
ocean that saw the birth of first man, still unconquered 
and unconquerable, we are glad that man’s control does 
indeed “‘stop with the shore.” 

On a clear day one may see the coasts of three states, 
—Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Maine—from this 
point. How we would like to take a sailboat and cruise 
along the coast. 

As we continue into Lanesville the sun is slowly 
sinking below the hills across the bay. . A sunset seen 
from a mountain top is a beautiful sight, but to those 
who have seen the sun sink below the horizon of the 
water the former loses by comparison. ‘The myriad col- 
ors of the sky reflected in the water beneath, sparkling 
and bright, the tired fishermen sailing their craft home- 
ward silhouetted against the western sky, what a picture 
of peace! ‘The salt breezes fan our cheeks and blow our 
hair. And as we watch the fading daylight, one by one 
the stars light in the heavens, the rosy moon climbs over 
the tree tops, and across the bay lamps are being lighted. 
We rest from our journey and all the world stops labor. 
All is quiet save the ocean which never rests, but night 
and day, years, centuries and aeons continues its battle 
with the shore.

PRESIDENT Ersor made an unfortunate attack upon 
the Federated Council’s social propaganda for the church 
of the new age. ‘he social program proposed lacks de- 
finiteness and precision, but is it not better to give ex- 
pression to social ideals, however inadequately these may 
be expressed than not to have tried. Progress is made 
by passing from feeble efforts that fail, to intelligent ac- 
ion that wins. ‘The new social service revival has in it 
many factors that are feeble, but the spirit is commendi- 
ble. Progress in the social sciences can only be made by 
effort. There is much in names and names cannot be 
changed easily. ‘The Protestant Episcopal church has a 
right to its ambitions to the title “American Catholic” for 
its new name. The suggested choice, however, is neither 
new nor distinctive. The word American is not strong 
enough to overcome the objections of the adherents of the 
Roman Catholic church of the title assumed. ‘There are 
communicants of the Protestant Episcopal church who ob- 
ject to the proposed new name on the same grounds. 
Father Van Allen has a right to his prognostigations, but 
it is likely that many years will pass before the church 
will be willing to adopt his slogan. Apathy and inertia 
and customs prevent much enthusiasm or unity of action 
for the change.

No man with a sane view of the modern problems 
of society will deny the fact that a million-dollar corpor- 
ation has rights which the people should respect. 
The wholesale, senseless and abusive attacks that have 
been made against organized industry have sown dis- 
cord, unrest and anarchy and the public will pay the Lill. 
The yellow press ought to awake to the nefarious char- 
acter of its work and begin a new gospel cry for justice 
for all that is really justice for “ALL.” 


Tue Town oF MANCHESTER is the envy of the city 
of Beverly. Manchester solved its water problem with 
rare wisdom. Year after year Beverly is trying legisla- 
ture after legislature without progress. Now a com- 
mission has been appointed to investigate the Ipswich 
River as a source of water supply. Ipswich river ought 
not to be considered. ‘The simplest plan and one which 
will supply a large amount of good water for years to 
come would be to permit Beverly to take over Wenham 
lake and pay Salem an amount of money commensurate 
with the gains thus made, thus permitting Salem to pur- 
chase its way into the Metropolitan system.

INTERESTING ExPERIMEN'’S which have been tried out 
in Switzerland have been attracting the attention of the 
agricultural leaders on the North Shore. In fruit cul- 
ture under glass, vari-colored glass has been tried with 
some progress. It has been found that oranges can be 
forced under white glass to the best advantage, while 
violet has increased the quantity at expense of qual- 
ity. ‘The experiments are more valuable in indicating 
possible lines of development in horticulture than in re- 
sults already attained. Marvelous advances have been 
made in medicine and surgery by the use of various types 
of rays from light. May it not be possible for some bril- 
liant mind to solve some of the mystery of actinic effects 
in horticulture ? . 


THERE Were THousanbs who laid down their lives 
in the Battle of Gettysburg fifty years ago and it is not 
pleasing to reflect that many a brave veteran will lay 
down his life because of the added strain occasioned by 
a return to the old field. 
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THe CENTENARY of the birth of Henry Ward 


Beecher which occurred last week was not widely cele- 
brated or spoken of publicly, but it should not go un- 
passed that Beecher was a true hero of our great war. 
There are heroes of war, of finance and of oratory. The 
marvelous ability and pugnacious heroism of Beecher man- 
ifested in his famous tour of England in behalf of the 
Northern cause has never been equalled in the history of 
our country. He was one of America’s great men and in 
the stress and strain of a busy life we may well pause 
a while and pay our tribute to this orator for freedom; 

*Tis perdition to be safe 

When for truth one ought to die. 
Dr. Beecher gave his life in a consecrated sense to the 
service of his country and the clarion call of freedom that 
echoed and re-echoed from the old Pilgrim pulpit was 
heard round the world and will influence generations 
still unborn. 


A Certain Groupe oF MEN in the Beverly Board of 
Aldermen have been giving the administration of affairs 
no end of trouble this year. No one suspected or sug- 
gested corruption or bribery. Now one member of the 
Board is under arrest for the alleged acceptance of a bribe 
for service to be rendered in obtaining a ‘“‘junk” license. If 
the evidence is true the man should be relieved of his po- 
sition at once. The city should have in its service men of 
sterling worth and unimpeachable honesty. It is not 
only a disgrace to the man in case he be guilty, but it is a 
disgrace to the city, and every right-minded citizen will 
feel that disgrace. The arrest of a public officer is a dis- 
grace to any city. If he be arrested under false charges 
the accusers should feel the hand of the public’s remon- 
strance. 


Tue CoMING OF THE SUMMER SEASON and its open 
air life in the wood and by the sea and by lakes has its 
dangers as well as blessings. But the loss of life by ac- 
cidental drowning need not continue to increase at the 
alarming rate it is now going. Parents and the instruct- 
ors of the young may well add their warnings to those 
of the press, of the dangers of the sea and of lakes and 
streams. 


PRESIDENT WiLson has committed an egregious 
blunder in signing the bill exempting the violators of the 
Sherman anti-trust law who are members of farmers’ or- 
ganizations or labor unions, from prosecution. ‘This ex- 
emption is class legislation of the worst type. In inter- 
esting himself in lobbying, Mr. Wilson has rendered a 
service, but it is a pity that he did not have his eye open to 
the fatality of this provision in the civil appropriation bill.

Charles Briechle, a young man of 
about I9 years, employed as second 
butler in the family of W. J. Board- 
man of Washington, whose summer 
home is off School street, Manchester, 
was run into while riding a bicycle last 
Monday afternoon on the West Man- 
chester road, near the J. L. Thorn- 
dike estate, by an automobile owned 
by Daniel Dullivan of Boston, and 
driven by Henry F. Nolan, the chau- 
ffeur.

Wenham Lake 


One of the North Shore’s Beautiful Inland Waterways 


By MARY TAYLOR FALT 


BODY of water located on the inland North Shore, 

which has changed its topography so 
in the past two years, is Wenham Lake. The drought 
of two years ago had a great bearing on this change. To 
the weekly visitor to that section the change was most 
apparent. 

Wenham Lake has played such an important part 
in the scenic, useful and industrial affairs of the North 
Shore that its diminishing waters have been a source 
of great concern and agitation. In 1860 the lake was 
reputed to cover 320 acres of surface, 100 of which 
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were situated in Beverly. Its depth then was about 50 
feet. As a scenic setting it contrasts delightfully with 
the beautiful forests which border it. For that reason 
it has always had a strong hold on the affections of the 
levers of the beautiful. 

Traditionally it was the great fishing preserve and 
inland waterway of the Indians of that section of the 
North Shore. It is fascinating to make a mental pic- 
ture of these dusky Red Skins in their graceful canoes, 
monarchs then of the Wenham wilderness, paddling 
over this beautiful lake. 

The waters of the lake for many years were noted 
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for their unequaled clearness and pureness, and when 
frozen were so transparent, it is said, that a news- 
paper could be read through the ice. These qualities of 
the product of the wintry season created an important 
industry for the town. : 

Wenham Lake ice is world-famed. It has given 
quite as much notoriety to that section of the North 
Shore as have the beautiful landed estates of the 
wealthy residents of the town. It is said that the in- 
habitants of many a torrid region, who were unfamiliar 
with even the name of Massachusetts, were most famil- 
iar with the name of Wenham Lake ice. 

During the years previous to 1860, the lake was 
well stocked with fish and was a great rendezvous for 
the sportsman. For many years an alewife committee 
was chosen and when that was neglected the fisheries 
of Wenham declined. The most important historical 
event connected with the lake and its location centered 
abcut a little conical hill on one side of it called ‘‘Pe- 
ter’s Pulpit.’? The name arose from one Hugh Peters, 
who is said to have preached in 1660 the first religious 
discourse ever delivered in Wenham. 

Had the first church in Salem accepted the offer 
of Wenham, which history states, there would have 
been radical changes doubtless from the commercial to 
a religious atmosphere about the locality of the Wen- 
ham Lake ice houses. The condition of the gift was 
that a monument should be erected to the ‘‘eminent 
but eccentric Peters.’’ The offer was not accepted by 
Silemites in the prescribed time, so that that particular 
spot was transferred to the ice company, who leveled 
‘he hill and erected their ice houses there. To antiquar- 
ians it has been a source of regret that the historical 
relic was obliterated, 


AMOS A. LAWRENCE'S NEW COUNTRY HOME AT BEAVER POND 
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As a source for water supplies for the cities of 
Beverly and Salem, the lake has been of three-fold and 
leading importance. Its days of usefulness in that di- 
rection began to look serious two: years ago and that fall 
it was the main subject of argument in those cities’ 
municipal meetings. Beverly argued for the initial 
right to control the lake for her special use. 

Before 1643 Wenham was called Enon. The town’s 
corporation on that date gave rise to a new name, Wen- 
ham. 

Poetic history is most interestingly woven around 
the Wenham lake territory also. During the French 
war from 1756 to 1763 the French settlements in Ar- 
cudia were reduced. The wanderings of Evangeline as 
depicted by Longfellow are significant of that period. 
Wenham it seems became a haven for Areadian fami- 
hes. In the old records they were known as ‘‘ Neutral 
French’’ or the ‘‘French family.’’ That Gabriel or 
Kvangeline were of the number we have not historical 
information. But nevertheless members of the famous 
Arcadian colony received the philanthropy of Wenham 
settlers, which gives added historical significance to this 
now famous inland North Shore resort. . 

Wenham Lake seems today like an old veteran 
whose life and usefulness is waning. It has passed 
through all stages of the historic growth of its imme- 
diate territory. It has seen stern virtue and rugged 
strength give way to progress, luxury and refinement. 
It has mirrored the old-time Arcadia in all its wild 
beauty. It has mirrored the modern Areadia and its 
artificial beauty. Should a subtle physical change even- 
tually deprive the North Shore of this famous body of 
water it will ever live in the memories of its inhabitants 
as one of their greatest sources of useful development. 
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Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven 


A Visit to the Harbor at Rockport and to Bearskin Neck

HE annual visit of ships of the United States navy 

to the Sandy Bay harbor of Refuge has attracted 

so many people to those parts ot the shore at Rockport 

from which a good view of the ships might be obtained 

that perhaps a visit by readers ot this paper would be 
appropriate. 

Logically we ought to visit Gloucester harbor or 
Dogtown Commons first, but we are not mapping our 
pleasure walks on a logical basis; and so being desirous of 
visiting the ships at Rockport we plan to kill two birds 
with one stone and also visit a tew places near the inner 
harbor. 

We leave the car at Dock Square and proceed to 
T wharf, like that letter. The landing place for the 
launches from the battleships is here. 

The first wharf built in Long Cove (the name of 
the cove bounded by Bear Skin Neck and the Head- 
lands), was situated upon the site of the present T. wharf. 
It was built of stone and timber. There was then no 
Sandy Bay breakwater and the surfs pounded against 
the neck and into the Cove with unbroken force. The 
fishing craft were small and the shape of the cove was 
such that each tide made a whirlpool there. One of the 
docks is called Whirlpool Dock to this day. There was 
then no breakwater at the entrance of this little cove, 
the present one having been completed in 1840 in which 
year the Sandy Bay Pier Company built the stne wharves 
which we see at the present day. 

It is within the memory of the oldest inhabitant that 
the fishing craft and smaller boats were hauled each win- 
ter from the water to that piece of land now known as 
the Baptist Green. No road connected Dock Square with 
Mt. Pleasant street at the foot ot Cove Hill. The only 
road was one connecting Dock Square with High street 
and thence from High to Mt. Pleasant. 

If we could picture in our imaginations the scene — 
thirty or more small fishing craft resting high and dry 
above the highest tide, we could readily decieve oursel- 
ves into believing that we were in some part of the Old 
World which had retained its primitive quaintness. But, 
although it is 70 years and more since one could actually 
see this unusual sight, yet there are many things in and 
around Long Cove and Bearskin Neck so quaint and old 
looking that even today one could still imagine he was 
on the coast of Scotland or of Brittany were it not for 
the noise of automobiles and electric cars passing in the 
streets a short distance away. It would also be neces- 
sary to eliminate the motor boats. 

“From T wharf one gets a very good picture of the 
harbe-: and what a picture it is! On one side are the 
Headlands with their rugged cliffs of vellow granite in- 
terrupted here and there by clumps of bayberry bushes 
ard wild reses Directly across is a cluster of fishing 
shanties called “Star Island” by the fishermen. The 
figure of a lobster man repairing his lobster pots adds 
a pleasant touch to this picture. Looking in the other 
direction toward the north and west are weather-stained 
fish houses of faded red and green resting on piers of 
granite. Lying at the foot of the wharves are the fishing 
smacks, 20 to 50 feet in length each. They seem like 


saells as they rise and fall on the swell, but they are 
,ery seaworthy. Fishing vessels are usually built on honor 
and it is indeed a rough sea which can swanp one of 
nem. Suspended from the rigging are nets drying. 
rishermen are lounging on the decks of the vessels or 
are sitting on kegs swapping yarns. How delightfully lazy 
everything seems! Even the sea is unruffled. Ah! but 
wait until some day in the fall or early winter when the 
seas run high and the winds whistle around the masts 
when the vessels scud along with reefed sail and only the 
gulls seem to be undisturbed by the elements and we get 
a very different picture. “A life on the ocean wave” 
sounds well in song, but in actuality there is no calling so 
full of risk and hazard. 

‘ Coming back from T whart we pass through Dock 
Seuare and walk between rows of shanties to the little 
breakwater. To our left as we enter Bearskin Neck is 
the White wharf. Here we have a very good example 
of what the sea’s fury can accomplish, for at the entrance 
is a breakwater, its huge stones once a faced buttress now 
a scattered heap. If was during the gale in which the ill- 
fated Portland was sunk that the wall was broken down. 


Every fishing port has its village of shanties. The 
shanties on Bearskin Neck are unusually picturesque. 
Sore of them are used by the fishermen as homes. How 


cosy they seem. Here is one with a small flower garden 
well cared for near by. Nets are spread over the dories 
which are lying about bottom up. A kettle of tar is boil- 
ing for the nets and the ropes must be well tarred to 
prevent their rotting. 

We enter one of the larger fishhouses and watch 
the men cleaning the fish and we marvel at their 
adroitness. Here is a shark and there a halibut and 
there are scores of pollock and haddock. It is still early 
in the day and fish are being landed. The fisherman must 
be under sail by sunrise. Little wonder that the few 
moments of leisure are much appreciated. 

From the little breakwater one obtains an excellent 
view of the town; the harbor and the shanties in the fore- 
ground, the town in the ~iddle distance and beyond the 
woods and Poole’s hill, the highest point on Cape Ann. 

n the ocean side is the Sandy Bay Harbor of 
Refuge which evervone hopes will be completed before 
many vears pass by. It is said that the entire navy can 
be accomodated in this harbor. The project has cost 
many millions and will cost as much more to complete 
it. Situated as it is between the cities “down east” and 
Boston, it’ will make an excellent harbor of refuge in 
time of storm if ever it is finished. 

As our eyes rove around the panorama of harbor, 
headlands. town, wood and ocean we observe a_ stone 
sloop entering one of the harbors of the granite compan- 
ies which lie under Pigeon Hill across the bay and we 
think of the words of Tennyson :— 

And the stately ships pass on 
To their haven under the hill. 

We eat our lunch on the rocks and as we have 
planned to visit the battleships after lunch it will be neces- 
sarv to postpone further exploration of the many beauty 
spots in this locality until another time.

ia THE PRAISE accorded the new North Shore Swim- 
ming pool by those who inspected the quarters dur- 
ing the entire day of the Fourth is any criterion, the new 
Magnolia organization is going to increase the popularity 
of Magnolia Beach many fold. Many of the hundreds 
who visited the pool and club rooms on the holiday 
showed their material appreciation of the efforts of the 
members of the organization by engaging the pool on cer- 
tain days and hours during the remainder of the sum- 
mer. ‘The new pool serves admirably the double pur- 
pose of affording improved bathing conditions on the 
beach and greatly adding to the attractiveness of the 
beach itself, and the social life of the North Shore. The 
clubhouse, 93 feet long and 58 feet wide, is centrally lo- 
cated at the head of the cove, facing the area where the 
Magnolia horse shows have been held. In addition to 
the 48,000 feet of land with 120 feet of beach front and 
rights, which were leased previous to the building of the 
structure, the officers of the club have also leased 45,000 
more with 100 feet more of beach front. The property 
was purchased and leased by the Magnolia Beach Asso- 
ciates. of which Lucius Tuttle, Charles W. Jones and 
Costello C. Converse are trustees, but the active manage- 
ment is in the hands of the club membership. In the 
front of the building are a large living room, tea rooms, 
men’s den, serving room and other rooms, providing ample 
facilities for afternoon tea, bridge parties and other social 
affairs. ‘The lower floor has two wings, each 58 feet 


long. The roofs of these have been so made as to form 
a promenade with the 15-foot piazza, giving a contin- 
uous walk around the building of more than 600 feet. 
On the ground floor of the main building are 175 bathing 
apartments, a kitchen, laundry, locker rooms and shower 
baths. At present the membership of the club is more 
than 100. During the present season it will probably be 
limited to 200, pending the construction of more bathing 
rooms. Between the wings on the ground floor is one 
of the most complete swimming pools in the country. It 
is of cement and is 70 feet long and 30 feet wide, with 
a maximum depth of nine feet and a minimum depth of 
four feet. The water is changed twice daily and_ is 
pumped direct from the ocean. In passing from the ocean 
to the pool the temperature of the water is raised several 
degrees, making it possible for those for whom the ocean 
is too cold, to enjoy constantly the advantages of salt 
water bathing. The pool also obviates the necessity of 
regulating the bathing hours to the tide. Several classes 
are planning to engage the pool a_ certain number of 
hours each week outside the midday bathing hours. One 
class in particular, composed of a number of young wo- 
men interested in out of door sports along the North 
Shore, has engaged the pool for two afternoons a week. 
Besides the bathing facilities, the club also has other 
attractions, including a large number of tennis courts, 
laid out beyond the pool toward Raymond street, and a 
large parking space for automobiles.

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One of Manchester’s Attractive Street Corners 
The Henry Havelock Pierce Studio 
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AX IMPROVEMENT that has attracted most fav- 
orable comment from the North Shore visitors is 
the remodelled Pierce Studio, situated at the corner of 
Bridge and Pine streets, Manchester-by-the-Sea. This 
place has been better known the last few years as the 
Pierce Corner owing to fact that Henry Havelock Pierce, 
the well-known photographer of New York and Boston 
has his summer studio at this point. Mr. Pierce acquired 
this little strip of property with.a small building thereon 
several years ago and during the last winter he has had 
the whole place transformed into a most attractive spot. 
Where formally there was a rough crude looking street 
corner, there is now a most artistic pergola, with a pretty 
little fountain, flowers, bay trees and a very smart look- 
ing building which is now used as his studio. 

The original building is one of the oldest in town. 
Years ago it was used as a cobbler’s shop, a generation 
ago as a harness shop and more recently as a paint shop. 
At the time Mr. Pierce bought the place he made num- 
erous improvements, transforming it into an artitic and 
attractive studio. In the latest building of the structure, 
the veranda has been added to the main building which 


has also been extensively remodelled and changed. It 
is withal a credit to the town and an improvement which 
attracts the attention of everybody. In turning the 
piazza into the building the architecture was so cleverly 
planned that the lower interior appears as one large 
room. ‘This room is fitted, finished and decorated as only 
an artist could do it. There is a colonial fireplace of 
tapestry brick, with some antique hand-wrought andirons 
and the mantel taken from an old home in Arlington, 
is also a colonial design. Besides the old colonial furni- 
ture, this room also contains some quaint old fashioned 
lustre-ware selected from the collection belonging to the 
family. The studio room in the upper portion of the 
building reached by stairway, the staircase of which was 
taken from an old colonial house in Portsmouth is fully 
equipped with all the modern appliances for the making 
of the celebrated Pierce prints and portraits. The ar- 
chitect for Mr. Pierce was Edmand Steward, of Boston 
and Roberts & Hoare of Manchester were the builders. 
The studio is as usual in charge of Mr. Pierce’s sister, 
Mrs. Chute, who is well known among the fashionable 
North Shore colony.

STATISTICS, 


This year’s Summer Social Regis- 
ter, just issued, in comparison with 
that of last year indicates an increase 
of nearly 20 percent. in the number of 
families residing by the seashore, and 
an increase of 25 percent. in the num- 
ber of marriages since April 1. 

Of the 14595 items of information 
concerning summer addresses and 
changes in families during the year, 
of New York, Washington, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Boston, Providence, St. 
Louis, Baltimore, Pittsburg, Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati and Dayton, St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, San Francisco 
and Oakland, Buffalo, Southern cities 
from Richmond to Atlanta, and New 
Orleans,—7578 families are located 
inland as compared with 7413 last 
year; 3633 by the seashore, as com- 
pared with 3173 last year ; 876 families 
are found at bankers’ addresses 
abroad; 130 are on their yachts and 
may be reached at the landings of their 
respective yacht clubs; 1046 families 
have gone abroad since April 1, prac- 
tically the same as last year ; 254 fam- 
ilies have arrived; 731 persons have 
married since April I, as compared 
with 570 last year, an increase of 
25 percent. 

The names, descriptions and _ illus- 
trations of 902 yachts appear opposite 
the names of their owners, and are 
also to be found in the yacht index 
at the back of the book, arranged 
alphabetically. Of these yachts, there 
are 496 steamers, 102 schooners and 
304 sloops.

The American 
Red Cross is not only of service during wars and disasters. 


THe Rep Cross AND GETTYSBURG! 


At the reunion at Gettysburg it provided twenty-six 
trained nurses for the army hospitals at the encampment. 
Over the great expanse of the battlefield itself it estab- 
lished fourteen emergency stations. Each station con- 
sisted of from one to three tents fully equipped with 
cots, stretchers, first aid supplies, etc. For the personnel 
of these stations it provided forty-four additional Red 
Cross trained nurses, ten doctors, ten automobiles for 
service, and a number of trained First Aid teams of 
miners for hospital orderly work. Some seventy-two Boy 
Scouts who had also received their first aid training, were 
detailed to assist it at the stations. Many of the veter- 
ans were overcome or taken ill as they again explored the 
many miles included in the battlefield and fortunate it was 
that there was always near at hand at these outposts the 
Red Cross to give them any first aid needed and to take 
them back to camp in its automobiles. All the nurses at 
Gettysburg were from the Red Cross trained nurses en- 
rolled in the State of Pennsylvania and many of them 
were superintendents of hospitals or of training schools, 
who obtained leave of absence for this special Red Cross 
work. The Nurse-Superintendent in charge of all the 
nurses is the superintendent of the Orthopaedic Hos- 
pital at Philadelphia. Major Patterson, the Army Sur- 
geon at the head of the Red Cross First Aid Division, was 
in charge of the Red Cross work at Gettysburg. He 
writes to one of its officers: “I think it is not too much 
to say that the Red Cross work was carried on in a cred- 
itable manner and | know it was entirely satisfactory to 
Colonel Bradley, the Chief Surgeon, and General Ligget, 
who was commander of the camp, and to the members of 
the Gettysburg Commission, ******* 11,540 veterans 
passed through our fourteen Aid Stations during the four 
days, July 1 to 4, inclusive. ******** The conduct of the 
nurses was extremely satisfactory and just what we ex- 
pected it would be. The doctors from Washington were 
an efficient body of men and the aid rendered by the 
miners from Pennsylvania was also very satisfactory. 
The work of the Boy Scouts was a revelation to me.” 


A SANE FourtH! There was never a better celebra- 
tion of the Fourth of July along the Shore than this 
year. From Beverly to Rockport (except Gloucester) 
sane celebrations were held that brought pleasing diver- 
sions into the lives of the townspeople and _ the 
birds of passage,—the Summer Folk. Save for a single 
small fire the day was unbroken by disaster or conflagra- 
tion. The physicians were spared the usual annoyances of 
Fourth of July injuries. At Beverly Farms the Fourth 
opened by a celebration the night before in the chapel 
of a church where over sixty Italians gathered and heard 
the story of Independence Day and were entertained, and 
entertained the entertainers by their singing. In the 
morning from dawn to after dark the day was busily 
spent. In Manchester the Fourth of July Committee pre- 
sented one of the best programs in years.. No one misses 
the old type of a “Fourth,” 


THE Boston ELEVATED RAILROAD does not seem to be 
able to obtain any long period of time of peace from labor 
troubles. The unfortunate recurrence of labor disputes is 
irritating to the public, expensive for the stock-holders, of 
little avail to the mal-contents and peculiarly trying for 
the men having the active management of the railroad 
property. For over a decade the sympathies of the public 
have been unwaiveringly loyal to the struggles of the 
working man to better his lot and incidentally increase his 
remuneration for labor. ‘This sympathy still exists in the 
minds of most thinking men. Unfortunately there have 
been corresponding and usually unjust attacks and dis- 
criminations on invested capital. Both of these departments 
of great industries are entitled to justice. The rights of 
labor end where justice to capital begins. ‘The recent 
disturbance among the Boston Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany’s employees is an admirable illustration of the spirit 
of the times. No one will gainsay that the men should 
have a larger compensaton. But have the stockholders and 
the public no rights? The railroad men agreed to the 
contract that provided for a board to arbitrate all future 
differences of opinion and the overwhelming vote by the 
car men to strike, which of course meant a direct abroga- — 
tion of the contract, is a disgrace to American manhood 
and does not promise much for the future. Must Capital 
keep its contract and Labor be free to break it at will? 
There are simple elements of ethics which apply to or- 
ganized labor as well as to the private life of citizens. 

A Soxprer’s MONUMENT FOR MANCHESTER is the 
newest movement on foot, and one worthy of thought and 
action by our summer visitors as well as townspeople in 
general. The first event to place the matter before the 
people will be the Tag Day tomorrow,—Saturday, July 
12—when everyone in town will be given the chance to 
subscribe ten cents toward the fund to buy the monu- 
ment. It is proposed to place it on the green in front of 
the Town hall. A competent committee has been at work 
and at some future date definite plans will be announced. 
There is no reason why, if Manchester is to have a monu- 
ment, it should not have the best. In every town and 
city of the Commonwealth we may see a soldier’s monu- 
ment. some good, some bad. It is needless to suggest 
that Manchester is unusually situated, with its hundreds 
of wealthy residents to lend their financial as well as 
moral aid to a movement of this kind. In many cases the 
contract is given to some granite concern, and the result 
is that in erecting a ten thousand dollar monument there 
is eight thousand dollar’s worth of granite and two 
thousand dollar’s worth of monument. Manchester is 
more far-sighted than this and we have no doubt, when 
the time comes wisdom will be used in selecting the one 
to model the monument so that the very best to be ob- 
tained will be ours. 


Tue Stconp Grerryspurc! The week that just passed 
has been momentous in significance and influence. A his- 
tory is written fifty years is but a short period of time. 
That the prophecies of the immortal Lincoln should have 
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come true in these five decades is almost incredible. At 
the first Getttysburg the forces of the North faced the 
forces of the South over a moral issue. That issue in- 
volved the integrity of free institutions on this soil and 
its conclusion would determine whether ‘“‘any nation so con- 
ceived could long endure upon the earth.” The issue at 
stake was that of the rights of manhood. The blood shed 
on that great field ended the slave holding principles of 
the South and preserved the integrity of the Union. It 
is true that the issue of the rebellion was the preservation 
of the Union. But the slave question was the cause 
that threatened the unity of the country. ‘To endeavor 
to eliminate the slave question from the problem is mere 
quibbling. Our gallant men died for our Union and they 
freed the slaves. It was the slave question that precipi- 
tated the war and caused the death of our valiant men. 
Gettysburg teaches a three-fold lesson,—the integrity of 
our nation as a union, the necessity of a nation that is 
free to be free to all men and the ability of the nation 
to recover from a mortal civil conflict. It is a privilege 
to live in an era of time when such a spirit of peace abides. 
That we enjoy this peace is largely to the credit of the 
soldiers of that great conflict. 


Scnoor CHANGES! One of the most unfortunate 
problems of school administrations is the continuance of 
a fixed policy to a fulfilment of that policy in the products 
of the schools. Beverly has had in the past one of the 
best managed school systems in our part of the country, 
but in a few years has been obliged to seek for an ad- 
ministrator twice. Superintendent of Schools Robert O. 
Small may have made a personal gain in removing to 
Boston and taking up a larger work, but the city loses. 
A change in administration is always fraught with losses 
and difficulties. The industrial school pioneer work which 
Beverly has been doing is the forerunner of greater pro- 
gress in that direction. There have been over fifty per- 
sistent, ambitious seekers for the position, but the school 
committee is still non-committal and may be trusted to 
select an able man worthy of the great opportunity that 
the schools of Beverly present. 


THe VILLAGE IMPROVEMENT idea began to make it- 
self evident along our shore a few years ago. The 
apostles of the new gospel were mostly summer folk and 
were not taken very seriously. A society was organized 
in every village, from Beverly to Rockport with the 
avowed mission “village improvement.” It is not so long 
ago that beauty was a second consideration in town life 
and utility was everything. Many years have passed. 
The old order of things have passed away. The fish in- 
dustry and the ugly shore houses and trays are gone. 
The low shabby ill-kept farm houses of the past have 
been replaced by imposing shore palaces and such farms 
as remain are models of order, beauty and utility. The 
idea has taken deep root, and making the North Shore 
from Lynn to Rockport the most beautiful strip of shore 
in the world. 


MANCHESTER Has Very WisELy discouraged the con- 
struction of three-flat tenements and her streets and sky 
lines are not marred by these building monstrosities. 
May it ever be so! There are consequences of such forms 
of living worse than a Fourth of July fire. There are im- 
moral consequences which arise from poor housing that 
are infinitely worse and more expensive to a community 
than a Fourth of July conflagration. 


Wuart Has Become of all the graduates of last 


month? 


PRESIDENT WILSON was placed in an exceedingly dif- 
ficult situation when asked to make an address at Gettys- 
burg. The famous address of Lincoln at the dedication 
of the cemetery is acknowledged to be one of the finest 
if not the best address of its length in the English tongue 
for diction and sentiment. President Wilson rose to the 
occasion and made. an address worthy of the situa- 
tion and of his position as the President of the United 
States of America. 


THe Pra Crop or tHE NorrH SHoRE seems to be 
fated these last five years. Three years ago it was poor 
seed; two years ago the vines were blighted by the in- 
tense heat of those memorable July days; last year was 
a better year as was reflected in the price of pea seed, 
But the connoiseur of peas is destined this year to another 
short season. ‘The good vines of a month ago are lying 
withered under the scorching sun and the moistureless 
soil. No rain, no peas! 


THE Proposed FRATERNAL ORGANIZATION of the 
North Shore chauffeurs should be encouraged, but its 
motives for organization should be placed on a high plane 
with avowed purpose of improving the ‘calling. If it 
descends to an organization of complainers and _ limits 
its activities to running a few dances it will have lost its 
opportunity for more abundant usefulness. 


In CONSENTING To ApprEss the communities of the 
North Shore in a patriotic celebration to commemorate 
the fiftieth anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg 
Colonel H. L. Higginson is rendering appreciated service. 
There ought to be more occasions in the life on the shore 
when the townspeople and the summer folk may meet 
with common interests. 


Wuat Woutp tHe Worrtuy Inprans of the early 
days say and think, whose hatchets and arrow heads of 
stone have been dug from time to time from the soil 
on the Head place in Manchester and the Haven place in 
Beverly Farms if they could view this transformed shore 
with its telephones, telegraph, moving trains, automobiles, 
wonderful gardens and palaces. 


THe RETURN OF Ex-GovERNor GuiLp from the work 
in Russia has naturally caused comments as to his future 
political activities. Col. Guild has rendered efficient ser- 
vice in the Russian embassy, but the likelihood of his run- 
ning again for the governorship is probably farthest from 
his thoughts.

MANCHESTER YACHT CLUB OPEN 
RACE—SEVEN CLASSES 

An open race for the North Shore 
championship was held by the Man- 
chester Yacht club last Saturday af- 
ternoon in which 29 boats sailed. 
There were seven classes. The race 
promised to be one of the most inter- 
esting in recent years, as a_ brisk 
breeze was blowing from the south 
when the preparatory gun was fired. 
But before the race was half over it 
commenced to flatten and at the be- 
ginning of the last leg had died to a 
dead calm. But for a squall which 
lasted only a few minutes it is doubt- 
ful if some of the smaller boats could 
have finished at all. Owing to the 
drifting of mark one for more than 
a mile, many racing skippers mistook 
the course, creating a general mixup. 

All of the boats in Class P and a 
number in the other classes came in 
flying protest flags. The Class P boats 
were right on the line at the gun, the 
Stranger, in fact, being over ahead of 
the gun, and was recalled for a new 
start, all going over together, having 
a dead beat out to windward mark, a 
run to mark one and a reach home. 

The Bar Harbor boats also went 
over in a bunch with a clean start, but 
the seven sonder boats got in a bad 
mixup, the Sprig, sailed by Ed Board- 
man, fouling the judge’s boat, carry- 
ing away the flag at the stern. She 
was disqualified, but went over the 
course. The Otter was over ahead 
of the gun and was recalled. 

The five boats of the Manchester 
one-design class made a poor start, 
the Minx, Kiowa II and Astoria get- 
ting over ahead of the gun and being 
obliged to return. Clarise got the 
lead, followed closely by Hiccough 
and White Wings. 

There were two starters in the 
Corinthian class, the Osrie getting 
over first, but the Wee III in trying 
to cut too close under the bow of the 
judges’ boast fouled the bowplate, 
causing slight damage to the former 
boat, but kept on over the course, al- 
though disqualified. 

The Marblehead and Manchester 
one-design boats were sent around the 
short course twice. The P boats and 
3ar Harbor boats went around the 
longer course twice, the sonders and 
second raters once around. On the 
turn at the end of the first round the 
Sayonara had a good lead over the 
Onda of three minutes, the two keep- 
ing well together over the next round, 
the Sayonara finishing 2m 22s in lead 
of her rival. 

Many of the boats divided their 
time hunting for a breeze or marks 
and the finish in most classes was not 
sufficiently close to be interesting,

F THE “PIONEERS” 


Members of the Jubilee Yacht club 
in Beverly who were present at the 
club house early Monday morning, 
June 30, were surprised to see a party 
of boys inv ading their premises. 
Soon afterward a power boat appear- 
ed from the direction of Marblehead 
towing two cutters; and into these 
craft tumbled the lads. “Cast off” 
commanded Scoutmaster Shaw; and 
the cruise of the Wenham Y. M. C. 
A. boy scouts had commenced. 

There were 15 Wenham boys in 
the party, with Rev. Mr. Cutler, their 
scoutmaster. Dean Lochman of Sa- 
lem, a member of Mr. Schaller’s 
troop, was with them throughout the 
trip, and upon arriving at the ship in 
Marblehead harbor, they found Har- 
ry Worsnip of Hudson, a member of 
Mr. Cutler’s former troop. ‘The en- 
tire ship’s company consisted of 
seven other scouts, four officers, two 
sailors, a cook and a cabin boy—total 
33. Before the boys realized it, an- 
chor had been weighed and the voy- 
age was begun. Sailor clothes were 
at once issued, and assignments made.

Ex- 
actly at 6 p. m. Saturday the cruise 
ended by mooring the Pioneer to the 
Navy Yard dock, Boston, whence the 
lads returned home. All this time the 
scouts acted as crew of the vessel, 
taking their places genuinely along- 
side of the two regular seamen. Be- 
cause of their numbers, the boys 
found the work both light and pleas- 
ant, 

Arthur A. Carey of the Waltham 
Watch Co., owner of the ship, by 
whose generosity the outing was ren- 
dered available, himself participated 
in this trip, and added much to the 
enjoyment of all on board. Naval 
politeness and cleanliness were the 
rule for all, and proved attractive to 
the Wenham boys. Not an unkind 
word was heard throughout the week. 
Mr. Carey’s personal talks at 2ven- 
ing prayers on the berth deck were 
helpful, and made a deep impression.

He also organized a marine guard for 
ceremonial purposes. Conary served 
as coxwain ; Cannon as coxwain and 
gunner’s mate; Carey and Sawyer as 
quartermasters ; Knowlton as yoeman 
in charge of the hospital; J. Flynn as 
bugler : and Worship as signaler. All 
the boys were praised for “their con- 
duct and efficiency ; and especial men- 
tion was made of Conary and Carey 
for their skill, of Patch for his work 
as mess cook (“the best ever’), and 
of Landers as launderer. As the re- 
sult of an examination Saturday, sev- 
en scouts were advanced to the higher 
rating of ordinary seaman (this be- 
ing the only permanent promotion 
possible under scout rules )—Loch- 
man, Cannon, Carey, Conary, Knowl- 
ton, Sawyer and Trott. For these 
boys, together with A. and J. Flynn 
and A. R. Jones and A. Landers the 
date, July 5, was significant as mark- 
ing the completion by them of their 
first full year as scouts, and Mr. 
Carey recognized the event by appro- 
priate remarks. 

Saturday evening saw Wenham in- 
vaded by a sunburned, healthy, happy 
crowd of boys whose minds were 
crammed full of sailorcraft.

RADUALLY fences are going out of fashion, and the 
less expensive and far more attractive hedge separa- 
tion is taking its place. Division marks between adjacent 
properties areas a rule desirable, and the ornamental hedge 
costing little and beautiful the entire year round, poss- 
esses certain meritorious qualities that are lacking in the 
fence division, no matter how finely built or fanciful it 
_amay be. 

In England, the use of hedges has been popular from 
the Early Ages, and all along the charming roadways and 
lanes one notices the natural growing sylva and flora in 
a riotous profusion of beauty and perfume. How differ- 
ent in our own land! Ugly stone walls in country dis- 
tricts, and low, severely simple granite curbings or in- 
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artistic fences in town and city localities form the boun- 
dary outlines and division marks. Such conditions are 
unnecessary. No matter how small the grounds surround- 
ing a house may be, they can be made attractive by a 
judicious planting of hedges and shrubbery, and indeed, 
the arrangement of the grounds is quite as important as 
the furnishing of the house, for no matter how finely 
built the latter may be, if it 1s ensconced in the midst 
of an inartistic setting, it loses the greater portion of its 
attractiveness. 

To be sure, hedges are now employed to some ex- 
tent throughout America, and it is probably but a ques- 
tion of time before their adoption will be quite universal, 
but the ugly curbing and fence separation 1s still seen 
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ruch more frequently than it should be. Not only do 
hedges enhance the grounds which they outline, but they 
also often add to the value of property, and frequently 
to a family of good taste seeking a new location they are 
the deciding point in the purchase of an estate. 

The kind of hedge to plant depends upon the use for 
which it is intended. If it is wanted as a simple garden 
separation, arborvitae trained to a height of about three 
feet is good, and it is particularly attractive when the top 
is kept rounded. This shaping sheds the snow much bet- 
ter than the square top, and thus is less likely to suffer in- 
jury from the snow lodging upon it and making deep holes 
in it, which will necessitate the careful tying up and draw- 
ing in of the tender little shoots to cover up the havoc 
wrought. 

For division lines between residences, or along the 
highway, or for a border to driveways, Norway spruce 
is the best hedge to select, with the Hemlock second. 
Many people consider the latter the more beautiful of the 
two, but its growth is slower and it is not as_ strong. 
Four feet is the proper height for a hedge of this sort, 
and, in fact, for a driveway border it is better not to have 
it more than three feet high. 

For defensive purposes, to keep out trespassers and 
cattle, some thorny hedge like the honey locust or the 
osage orange ‘should be selected. Ejither of these trained 
to a height of five or six feet, and well cared for, con- 
stitutes a barrier impassable to man or beast. Other 
good plants for this purpose are the Japanese Barberry, 
which is characterized by handsome foliage of tiny light 
green oval-shaped leaves that turn to brilliant shades of 
red and orange in the fall, with slender, graceful branches, 
protected by small thorns, and lined with scarlet berries 
from early autumn until well into the winter; the Wash- 
ington Thorn, a species that flowers in June, with leaves 
that color brightly in the fall, and branches hung with 
red fruit well into the winter; and the English Hawthorn, 
much employed in English gardens, and very popular in 
that country, which bears clusters of single white, frag- 
rant flowers in May, and later scarlet fruit. 

For screening purposes, Norway spruce grown to a 
height of several feet is good as is the Golden: Retinosporo, 
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characterized by soft plume-like golden foliage, that re- 
tains its yellow coloring throughout the winter. When 
pruned it becomes symmetrical and regular, and it is espec- 
ially well adapted for use as a hedge. ‘Then there is the 
American Arborvitae, the Hemlock Spruce, the Cali- 
fornia Privet, and the Lilac. 

Norway Spruce, Austrian Pine, White Pine, Scotch 
Pine, American Arborvitae, Hemlock Spruce and Eu- 
ropean Beech are all excellent as wind-breaks arranged 
to shelter vegetable or flower gardens, or to shut out the 
wind from some bleak spot, while for the flowering hed- 
ges now frequently employed to embellish garden spaces, 
or to outline central grass plots on extensive lawns, al- 
most all the flowering shrubs are suited. 

The planting of hedges may be considered under two 
groups,—deciduous hedges, or those which lose their fol- 
iage in the winter, and evergreen hedges. The former, 
including the California Privet, Osage Orange, Haw- 
thorn and Berberis, should be planted early in the spring 
as soon as the ground can be worked to good advantage, 
and care should be exercised that the plants chosen are 
not too large. The trouble with the average hedge grower 
is that he is too impatient and wants a full grown hedge 
as soon as he decides to have one at all, but, of course, 
this is impossible if quality is to be considered. 

Plants two or three feet high for Berberis, and 
three or four feet at the outside for the others is as large 
as is advisable to set out, and as soon as set, they should 
be cut down to within a foot or six inches of the 
ground. This will enable them to get a uniform start, 
and in addition will insure the hedge being well filled at 
the bottom. 

A good wide trench should be dug at least eighteen 
inches wide and eighteen inches deep. Put in some well- 
rotted manure mixed with good top soil, and when the 
trench is filled up to the required depth set the plants in 
line in the middle of it, spread the roots out flat, fill up 
with good soil and press firmly around them. A mulch 
of well-rotted manure is always beneficial, as it keeps a 
uniform moisture. 

One plant should be allowed to each foot for a single 
row, and if a wide hedge is desired, a double row with 
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spacing of a foot between the rows, and fifteen inches 
between the plants, should be allowed. 
Practically the same rules as govern the planting 


of deciduous hedges apply to evergreen hedges, except 


in the cutting back and the spacing. Seedlings of Hem- 


lock, Norway Spruce, and Arborvitae, from twenty to 


twenty-four inches high should be set about a foot apart, 
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and the larger plants, from two to four feet high, that 
have been transplanted, should be set from eighteen to 
twenty-four inches apart according to their bushiness. 
Evergreens must never be cut back, and only a light 
shearing or pruning is necessary to make them uniform, 
May is the best month to plant evergreen hedges. 


Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven 


A Morning Ramble Through Country Lanes, Woods and Meadows

oy OUR previous walks we have noticed that the va- 

riety of natural beauty on Cape Ann is great. ‘There 
is rugged coast, wind-swept moor, deep-rutted lanes, cool 
woods, running brooks and streams winding through marsh 
and meadow, and there are quaint streets shaded by beau- 
tiful elms. And it is possible in a few hours’ time to see 
and explore every variety of this beauty. 

Today we will do so, and will start from the Head- 
lands in Rockport. Here is the rugged coast against 
which the sea may either chafe or pound as its mood may 
be. Although we have visited this charming spot before, it 
is well worth revisiting, not once, not twice; each suc- 
ceeding visit endears the place to us. 

Today the presence of many summer homes detracts 
from the appearance of wind-swept moor, yet but a few 
years ago the Headlands were as rugged a moor as one 
could wish. Bees drew their honey from the wild roses, 
butterflies floated on the sea breezes and seemed to be 
nourished only by them; kine clipped short the grasses 
which were permitted to grow between the ledges, and 
mankind, seeking a resting place leaned his head against 
a rock and was sung to sleep by the sea. But man is 
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never satisfied with nature as she is. With grub-hoe he 
rips up the bushes, with dynamite he blasts the rocks and 
in their places he makes a lawn. Thus have the Head- 
lands suffered, save only a small plot at the northern 
end. Here there is enough ot nature left to give a very 
good picture of what the original moor was. 

Near the Headlands is an old town road leading 
from South street to the Old Garden Beach. We fol- 
low this road through natural hedges of ivy and wild roses 
and in a few moments a picture motif such as Carot 
would have chosen is before us. Tall silvery willows and 
through them trees and houses hazy in the sunlight. But 
this is not the only picture motif, for at every turn of 
the head one may see that nature has been very lavish 
here. Across the broad fields we see here and there 
smoke from chimneys of houses nestled among the trees. 

We reach the street and walking southward come to 
another lane leading to fields and woods beyond. At our 
left as we enter the lane is an old farm house, with its 
barns and sheds near-by. Is it because the past always 
seems to have been a golden age that we associate with 
these weather-stained, rusty, musty-looking old buildings 
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a feeling of sympathy? Do not the mosses which cling to 
the roofs of these old houses always make them seem 
objects of reverence? 

To the left and right as we follow the land are 
broad fields dotted with stacks of new mown hay and 
we feel like scattering dignity to the four winds, and toss 
and turn and somersault in the haycocks. Our picture 
is completed by a load of hay approaching us, behind 
which a herd of cattle follow, nibbling what falls off 
behind. 

Still following the lane it is not long before we come 
to a path which leads to 

SprucE Hut 
which did not receive its name from the specie of trees 
which grow there, they being all hemlock and _ beech. 

No more beautiful place exists on Cape Ann, or for 
that matter, for many miles. In the peaceful hush and 
awesome grandeur one feels a something that words can- 
not express. ‘The gnarled grotesque shapes of the tree 
trunks, the lichen-covered boulders with clinging ivy run- 
ning over them, the very stillness! What words can de- 
scribe? That which makes it deepest impress cannot be 
expressed; the sublimities of nature one can only appre- 
ciate through feeling. But if words could describe, then 
the words of Bryant would apply to the feelings engen- 
dered by this grove: 

The groves were God’s first temples 

Ere man learn to hew the shaft and lay the 
architrave 

And spread the roof above them, 

Ere he framed the lofty vault to gather 
and roll back the sound of Anthems 

In the darkling woods 

Amongst the cool and silence 

He knelt down and offered to the Mightiest 

Solemn thanks and supplication. 


Relucantly we leave the woods and once more we 
enter the path. Retracing our steps for a short distance 
we cross over a wall.and stand for a moment on the 


Sprit Rock 


from which is a varied vista of field, woods and lanes 
bounded by stone walls. Following the path we cross 
another lane and enter the Beech Grove cemetery. We 
have no sense of depression for this burial ground is so 
beautiful with its shade tfees that it seems like an Elysian 
field where meet the paths of yesterday and unborn to- 
morrow. ‘The cemetery is situated on a hill at the base of 
which is a beautiful pond “placid as a mirror” and stretch- 
ing away to the southwest is a broad meadow. ‘Through 


this flows a brook near whose edges are brakes and reeds 


swinging back and forth in the breeze. Cattle are drink- 
ing from the brook and flitting around them are cow birds. 
The whole reminds one of a painting by Van Marcke or 
‘Troyon. 

Following along a road built across these marshes we 
pass through a typical New England farm yard (Over- 
look arat with its rocky pasture surrounding. Stone 
walls follow at the sides of rutted roads and under shady 
oaks and lead to the swinging gate which may be found 
in every New England village. 
are once more in the street (High street) one of the many 
shaded streets of the town. 

Varied as has been the picture it has caused us to 

appreciate more than ever that there are 

Tongues in trees, 

Sermons in stones, 

Books in running brooks, 

And good in everything, 
for those who care to listen to the sermons or read the 
open page of nature. 
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What the Summer Resort Business Means for New England 


EW ENGLAND is undoubtedly doing this year the 

greatest summer resort business in her history. Fig- 
ures compiled by the New England Lines would indicate 
that about 1,400,000 people spent their vacation within the 
confines of New England in the year 1912, and the re- 
ports so far show that this number will probably be 
greatly exceeded this year. 

The railroads operating in New England try every 
year to get on their lists every hotel and “boarding house 
open to summer boarders. A compilation based on these 
lists and covering all the railroads shows that last year 
there were 4406 hotels and boarding houses in New Eng- 
land with a total capacity of 222,141 persons. For the 
total number of persons accommodated it would probably 
be fair to multiply the total capacity by six, figuring on 
the average vacation being two weeks and the season 
to consist of twelve weeks. This would give 1,332,846 
persons accommodated in the season. Estimates based 
on these figures and from the reports of hotel keepers 
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would place the amount spent by these vacationists at, 
roughly, $100,000,000. 

That the summer resort business is one of New Eng- 
land’s leading industries is indicated when comparison is 
made with her agricultural figures. ‘The total value of 
all of New England’s crops in 1909, as given by the Cen- 
sus, was $141,113,829. The total value of her dairy 
products in the same year was $50,720,766, or about half 
the estimated amount which summer visitors spent last 
year. 

There is probably no other region of this country 
where so much is reaped annually from summer boarders. 

The compilation made showed that last year Maine 
had 1265 hotels and boarding houses with a total capacity 
of 69,073; New Hampshire had 1157 with a total capacity 
55,953; Vermont had 513 with a capacity of 9,194; 
Massachusetts had 695 with a capacity of 44,676, Rhode 
Island 163 with a capacity of 15,400 and Connecticut 613 
with a capacity of 27,845.

Pride’s Crossin 
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Mayor H. L. Hiccrnson has made an appeal through 
the columns of the Boston Herald on its editorial page 
for fair play for the old and the ‘new management of 
the Boston & Maine railroad. Major Higginson has al- 
ways been a careful thinker and a wise counsellor and it 
will be well for the younger generation to pause and con- 
sider his words. Mr. Higginson has summed up the 
whole problem succinctly and fairly, He writes: 


‘‘Mr. Mellen has resigned the presidency of the Boston 
& Maine railroad, and Mr. MeDonald has been put in his 
place. The latter gentleman has an excellent record and 
may be presumed to be a fit choice. He is a brave man. 
Gen. Meade took the Army of the Fotomac at a highly impor- 
tant moment—and won the battle of Gettysburg. Mr. Me- 
Donald is taking his place in the midst of a campaign. 

‘‘Now, if the public which uses the Boston & Maine 
system, and also the public which owns it, will be patient, 
and will remember how great a task Mr. MeDonald has be- 
fore him, and, therefore, will give him a full chance, we 
may look for good results. To manage a railroad which has 
not been in first-rate condition for many years and which 
must be brought up to such condition in order to serve and 
earn fairly is a very hard matter. Mr. Mellen has laid the 
foundations for great improvements, and yet he has been 
hounded for his conduct of affairs in all directions. Is it 
not fair for the public now to ‘knock off and call it half a 
day,’ and, still more, to help the company with kind words 
rather than hinder it by fault-finding? There is an old 
proverb about ‘giving a dog a bad name, and then hanging 
him,’ and if ever it applied anywhere, it does to Mr. Mellen. 

‘¢Tt is idle to offer excuses for faults and lack of judg- 
ment and even for past extravagance. Probably many rail- 
road managers, like other of us sinners, have made bad mis- 
takes. But this constant abuse of all railroads has two re- 
sults: It cripples the power and judgment of the managers, 
and it demoralizes the operating force from top to bottom, 
It discourages the investing public, and only a rash man 
would advise the small or the large investor to put money 
into railroads so long as these companies must meet abuse 
from the public and largely increased expenses, and yet get 
no increased rate of receipts. 

‘We have seen the effects of the savage attacks on Mr. 
Mellen and the New Haven system, and perhaps we are now 
seeing the effects of the excellent committee which has 
taken up the investigation of the New Haven system. What- 
ever one thinks about Mr. Mellen or the New Haven system, 
no fair-minded man can justify the savage attacks on both. 
It is fair to ask our, whole community to believe in Mr. Me- 
Donald, and to give him a full chance to show his quality.’’ 


Every fair minded man must weigh well these words 
so opportunely spoken. The real curse of our age is the 
fatuous selfishness of industrially organized labor, the 
walicious attacks on legitimately organized capital and 
the unreasonable houndings that successful corporations 
are bound to suffer. Capital makes mistakes and so does 
Labor. We need to usher in the day when there may 
be a just weighing of everyone’s rights.

The two and 
one half percent. tax appears small, but when that tax 
reaches the consumer the price ot coal will have increased 
materially. It is becoming more and more evident 
that the solution of the coal problem has not yet been 
reached, ‘There are those who are still persistent in their 
socialistic demands for government ownership.

Mr. Metnen ts Stmpry Paytne the penalties of his 


unusual success as a railroad manager, 


The North Shore Church Problem 


By REV. CLARENCE STRONG POND, Pastor of the Beverly Farms Baptist Church 


The problems which confront the 
churches of the North Shore are 
unique and serious. Unfortunately 
the opportunity for action that would 
help solve these problems does not 
come to those most interested in their 
sclution. The faithful few and the 
ministers may maintain the services 
of the North Shore churches with 


regularity and do faithful work, 
handicapped by conditions which 
faithfulness on their part cannot 


overcome or even relieve. ‘Those who 
own estates neglect the services of 
the church. ‘The hours of service of 
those at work for then are such as 
to prevent regular or even irregular 
church attendance. I am informed 


by many who attend our varied week-_ 


day services that they are unable to 
attend on Sunday because of 
hours of their employment. 

A concrete example may be given 
of our Scandinavian service on alter- 
nate Fridays which was _ originally 
held at 7.30 and changed by request 
to 8.30 p.m. The result was at once 
apparent in the doubling of the at- 
tendance. Even at that hour many 
come late. 

Another serious influence which 
every church has to combat is the 
non-attendance of church people dur- 
ing the summer months. During the 
winter these people attend the 
churches to which they belong and 
increase the power of their home 
church by the moral influence of their 
personal presence in the House of 
God. In the summer they come to 
the shore and the church is forgot- 
ten and their personal influence will- 
ingly or unwillingly, wittingly or un- 
wittingly, is thrown with the unright- 


the 


eous element which is existent in this 
as in every communty. The church 
consequently has an added burden for 
it is handicapped by the inertia of 
church people, and young: people are 
quick to detect the habits of summer 
people and their neglect of the church 
services. ‘he results of such influen- 
ces upon young plastic minds are dis- 
astrous and those who do not know 
the exact facts cannot appreciate the 
great harm that is being done to young 
minds on the North Shore by the 
abandonment of the church during 
the summer months, by those who are 
accustomed to worship regularly dur- 
ing the winter in their own home 
city churches. ; 

This is not so much a protest as it 
is an appeal. 

I do not believe that those who 
come to the shore realize how much 
the efficiency of the churches of the 
North Shore have been impaired in 
the past by thoughtlessness on the 
part of summer residents or owners 
of estates, nor how much they can in- 
crease the efficiency of the churches 
by personal attendance and a little 
careful enquiry concerning the hours 
of labor on the Sabbath Day of per- 
sons in their employ. 

The attendance of the permanent 
residents of the North Shore is ir- 
regular just as soon as the summer 
season opens. ‘The helpful automo- 
bile and ever ready telephone has add- 
ed other burdens and it is a fortu- 
nate business man on the North 
Shore who is able to get through the 
Sunday without some attention being 
demanded concerning prospective or 
pending contracts. Here again is 
another cause that prevents church 


attendance. The whole problem of 
hours and labor on the Shore harm 
the church and the attendance and 
in the end the community, because 
this influence cannot continue from 
one generation to another, with its in- 
creasing influence, without doing a 
harm to the community which in the 
end must react—and that inevitably 
against the Shore as a place for rest 
and residence. The church has al- 
ways been the safe-guard of honesty, 
morality, probity and | righteousness. 
Its work is fundamental and should be 
aided and not hindered.

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CASE DROPPED 


CHaAvuFFeurR NoL_AN FREED oF MAN- 
SLAUGHTER CHARGE IN DEATH OF 
CycList 


The case of Henry J. Nolan, chauf- 
feur for Daniel Sullivan of Boston, 
whose summer home is in Manchester, 
was before the district court in Salem, 
Tuesday, and Judge Sears dismissed 
it. Nolan was charged with ‘‘assault”’ 
on Charles Briechle, which resulted 
in the latter’s death. Nolan pleaded 
not guilty, and the court stated that, 
unless the government had some new 
evidence, other than presented at the 
inquest, he would not go on with the 
case. 

The district attorney decided that 
there was not evidence to warrant a 
hearing, when consulted by Judge 
Sears to satisfy, as he said, those peo- 
ple in Manchester, who were never 
pleased with a court’s ruling. The 

case was then dismissed. 

Late in the afternoon of June 30 
the defendant, while bound toward 
Manchester in his automobile, ran in- 
to Charles Briechle, who was coming 
out of a driveway belonging to T. D. 
Boardman, at West Manchester. In- 
juries received in the collision caused 
the bicyclist’s death. Nolan was ar- 
rested and released on bonds. 

Chief Sullivan set to work intelli- 
gently on the case and secured all 
the evidence possible. At the inquest, 
which was held last week. the wit- 
nesses conflicted and Judge Sears 
found that the deceased came to his 
death by his own carelessness. 

Because one or two of the witness- 
es were dissatisfied with the court’s 
finding, Tuesday morning, the court 
requested that the district attorney be 
consulted. ‘This was done to please 
the few. The district attorney de- 
clined to hear the evidence. 

Judge Sears in arriving at his de- 
cision said that Briechle “ca-ve to his 
death in consequence of a collision 
with an automobile operated. by Hen- 
ry J. Nolan in front of the entrance 
of the Boardman estate on Bridge 
street in said Manchester on June 30, 
1913, at about 5.30 in the afternoon. 
This man was riding a bicvéle out 
of the Boardman avenue which ap- 
proaches said Bridge street at about a 
right angle. Trees and shrubbery by 
the side of said Bridge street at the 
entrance of this avenue obstructed 
the side so that neither this man nor 
the chauffeur could s.e each other 
approaching until this man had arriv- 
ed at the side of the road. There was 
evidence that the chauffeur was run- 
ning at a moderate rate of speed at 
the time of the accident, that he blew 


JOSEPH CLARKE 


Dran or Hortrcuyrure oN Nortrr 
SHORE Passes AWAY 


Joseph Clarke, one of Manchester’s 
best known citizens, passed away last 
Sunday, July 13, at his home in West 
Manchester, at the age of 77 years. 

Born in’ Ireland, December 21, 
1835, Mr. Clarke came to this country 
at the age of seventeen. Here he be- 

gan the study of horticulture, a taste 

for which he inherited from his 
father, who was a nursery-man. At 
an early age ie took charge of the 
then famous ‘I. W. Ward estate at 
Canton, fees: and he soon gained 
fame as a successful grower of fine 
green-house plants and flowers. These 
he exhibited at the Mass. Horticultur- 
al society shows in Boston of which 
society he was a life-long and active 
member. His cups and medals won 
at the exhibitions of this society date 
back to 1858, and are today much 
treasured by the family. Mr. Clarke 
moved to Manchester in 1882,—thirty- 
one years ago, and devoted the re- 
maining active years of his life to the 
laying out and planting of the estate 
of Major Fears JES Higginson. 

He was one of the organizers of 
the North Shore Horticultural society 
and its first president. T’en years ago 
he retired from active work and de- 
voted the rest of his years to well- 
earned rest and the enjoyment of his 
home at West Manchester. 

Clarke was the dean of horti- 
culture along the North Shore. Gar- 
deners have regarded him as _ their 
leader and their teacher. His advice 
was often sought and alwavs gener- 
ously given. Especially at the meet- 
ings of the society in which he was so 
active was his remarks enjoyed; he 
was always brief and to the point. 
Whenever he had anything to say it 


his horn just before approaching the 


avenue, and that he had no warning 
of the approach of this man on the 
hicycle until he suddenly came out of 
the entrance into the street a few feet 
in front of him. The chauffeur im- 
mediately put on his brakes. turned to 
the left. and did everything possible 
to avoid the accident, but this man 
struck the side of the automobile and 
was thrown to the ground. He was 
at once nicked up. placed in the atto- 
mobile that he had run into and taken 
to Dr. Blaisdell’s office where he died 
in about an hour, of hemorrhage and 
shock. Upon the evidence as a whole 
in this case IT find that this ~an came 
to his death as the result of entering 
a highway from a blind and danger- 
ous avenue, in an uncertain manner.”

Not alone on the North Shore was 
he regarded as highly proficient in his 
profession, but all over New England 
he was well known because of his 
knowledge of horticulture. 

Mr. Clarke had much civic pride, 
too, and was actively interested in the 
affairs of the town, though always in 
a quiet way. He was a broad-minded 
man, not the least biased or narrow. 
It is this that made him so widely 
respected by his fellow townsmen. 

He is survived by three , sons,— 
Joseph T. of So. Lancaster, John C., 
of Newton, and Francis P. of Man- 
chester, also three daughters, Misses 
Ellen, anne and Mary G. Clarke, all 
f Manchaster. The first two are 
teachers. He also leaves a_ brother, 
Anthony Clarke of Cohasset, and a 
‘ster, Mrs. Michael Handrahan of 
West Roxbury. 


Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesday morning with Solemn Req- 


uiem High Mass at the Sacred Heart 
church. Frs. Sullivan of Manches- 
ter, Downey of Beverly Farms and 
Dwyer of Gloucester officiated. The 
services were largely attended by 
townspeople in general, as well as 
members of the summer colony. The 
remains were taken to the family lot 
in Canton for burial.

‘The good and the bad 
of the profession are strongly coutrasted 
in this novel. A love story runs as a 
slender thread through the book. 

ye Ves Byes’? by Henry Sydnor 
Harrison, author of ‘‘Queed’’ is a very 
good work of fiction. V. V’s Eyes are 
the eyes of a young doctor of socialistic 
and reforming instincts. Carlisle Heth, 
the beautiful young daughter of a 
wealthy tobacco manufacturer, up to 
the time that she met Doctor Vivian 
had led the life of a social butterfly.

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The Treatment ofthe Garden Entrance

ENTRANCE TO GARDENS, 
ARDEN ENTRANCES vary with the taste of the de- 
signer, and are much more effective if they present 
floral display, for the entrance to a garden, like the fram- 
ing of a picture, is an attractive prelude giving glimpses 
of the beauties within. 

Unless. careful attention is given to details, the effect 
of the garden is detracted from by the first view obtained 
through an awkward or poorly planned entrance, that 
shows little if any artistic features. It may be a gateway, 
or a sitnple arch, which is, during the season, covered with 
the bright blossoms of rambler ruses, varied in coloring,— 
or it may be a well-planned stone entrance with a decor- 
ative iron gate giving more privacy to the grounds within. 

The most fascinating entrance*of all, however, is a 
simple arborvitae arch, carefully trimmed, the solid mass 
of green making a pleasing contrast to the vivid hues of 
the flowers. For a successful garden, a gateway is alvost 
a necessity, giving a pleasing vista which lends a double 
attraction to the garden plot itself. 

The entrance need not be expensiye,—simple ones 
showing equally good taste, and are most effective if ar- 
tistically arranged. Just a simple trellis work, over which 
wisteria or Virginia creepers are trained. A simpler one, 
still, is a wire netting, put up with strong supports so that 
it will not sag under the weight of vines. Even an ordi-

nary gas pipe can be used, the only trouble being its 
proper bending into shape. 

A little wicket gate gives a simplicity and artistic 
effect to many a modern garden plot. In fact, the garden 
theme can be worked out in such a variety of ways that 
it seems almost an impossibility to be without an entrance 
of some sort or other to divide our garden from the rest 
of the grounds. 

Sometimes a rustic summer house is placed at the 
entrance to a simple garden, and it may be made more 
effective if rustic seats are placed on either side. But 
to make it in keeping with the interior of the grounds, 
clambering vines should be planted around it. There are so 
many of these today that they can be so planted that there 
will be a constant succession. of bloom. ‘The rambler rose 
in red, pink and yellow, the trumphet vine, the honey- 
suckle, Boston ivy, clematis, and the old prairie rose,— 
showing a wealth of bloom, and lasting until all the other 
roses have died away,—are never out of place. 

Entrances might be classified into several different 
kinds, prominent among which is the regulation swinging 
gate. This may be of wood, or of iron, and can be as 
simple or elaborate as the owner’s purse can_ afford. 
Again, there can be posts, either of wood, cobble stones, 
or cement, varying in size with the whim of the owner. 
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Sometimes they are hollow, so that they can be filled with 
earth, and clambering vines. placed inside of them. Still 
again, an artistic entrance is made of wood, but for this 
care should be taken in the kind used, so that it will have 
lasting qualities. Cypress and redwood are considered 
to be tough, and the former, especially, is like iron and 
rarely if ever, shows signs of decay. 

A good climber for these is the Boston ivy, (Ampelop- 
sis), which is very hardy and requires very little care. 
Mix with this the honeysuckle (Lonicera), so that the 
coloring of the flower will relieve the monotony of the 
green leaves. Of the honeysuckles, Hall’s Japanese va- 
riety, (Lonicera halliana) is most advisable. ‘The only 
objection to the Dutchman’s pipe is its broad, course leaves 
and its absence of flowers, other than the little brown 
pipe which makes no showing for color effect. 

If the garden is enclosed, with a hedge, an archway 
of the evergreen used is always in good taste. It re- 
quires a good deal of care to keep it in perfect trim, but 
has the advantage of not needing any other planting. It 
is pretty, however, if one can plant some little simple an- 
nual which will climb in and out of the green, such as 
the canary bird vine, the nasturtium, or the wild cu- 
cumber, with its white blossom and hanging seed pods, 
changing the ornamentation of the arch. 

A little wicket gate would be in good taste here, for 
an iron or ornamental one would be too elaborate. Some- 
times a natural hedge, composed of Japanese barberry, 
lilac, privet, rosa rugosa, and the willow, is used. For 
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a more elaborate garden, walls of brick or stone are suit- 
able, and in this case ornamental gate posts can be used, 
hung either with an iron gate or left without, as desired. 
The posts can be made of various materials,—brick, cobble 
stones, granite blocks, or stucco and capped with flat 
blocks on which can be placed tubs or garden vases filled 
with decorative plants. A natural effect can be given by 
placing a rough boulder on top of a stone post, over which 
ivy or nasturtiums are trained to climb. 

There are so many ways of treating the garden en- 
trance that it does not seem possible that any plot should 
be without.a proper one, although the size of the house 
and grounds should be taken into consideration, so that 
the entrance corresponds in style and elaborate effect 
with the interior. If this has not been considered, the 
truth of the subject will be realized only on careful 
thought, and the garden lover will appreciate the gain he 
experiences in having the beauties within not wholly re- 
vealed. 

Too little attention has been given to this subject. 
The garden is carefully planted, and great attention is 
paid to the lay-out of the paths, and the proper setting 
of marble fragments. But we lose sight, often, of the 
touch of distinction which is brought about by an entrance 
of this kind. 

Harking back to colonial days, we find entrances 
partaking of early New England architecture, severe, 
but artistic in effect, and these studies in architectural 
details, doubtless give us many ideas which may be ap- 
plied to garden entrances of today.

Mme. Dumba, Wife of the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador, a Lover of Art, Music and 


Athletics. 


ab HE AMERICAN CAPITOL will next winter possess 
among its foreign chatelaines one of the famous 
beauties of Europe. 

Some five or six years ago it was rumored that the 
Kaiser, wishing to bring his 
embassy to the front rank, 
was about to designate the 
Prince of Pless as Germanic 
ambassador solely because of 
the wonderful beauty of his 
wife. 5 ake 

In selecting M. Constantin 
Dumba to succeed Baron von 
Hengelmuller, it may be as- 
serted that he was chosen for 
his pre-eminent success in his 
chosen career and that the 
marvelous beauty and accom- 
plishments of his wife have 
played their part in the work- 
ing of destiny, for the Am- 
bassador comes of a splendid 
old Greek family. 

For nearly 1000 years the 
Dumbas resided in Southern 
Macedonia. His grandfather 
was called to Vienna to serve 
in the foreign office during the 
troublous days of Napoleon. 

The father of the present 
representative of the most 
venerable monarch in Europe 
controlled the most important 
cotton mills in Macedonia, and 
spent most of his time there. 
By the favor of the Austrian 
government, however, they es- 
tablished numerous cotton 
mills throughout Austria and 
amassed a tremendous for- 
tune. P 

M. Dumba has inherited this, but early in life he de- 
cided to follow the traditions of his family and enter the 
diplomatic service of his adopted country. He studied 
at the University of Vienna, and his first mission was as 
under secretary of the embassy in London. 

Since then his rise has been phenomenally rapid, for 
in Austria pomotions in the corps are slow anda man is 
usually nearly 60 rather than 50 when he becomes am- 
bassador. 

Mme. Dumba is nearly 20 years the junior of her dis- 
tinguished husband, and she belongs to an illustrious half- 
Balkan, half-Russian family, portions of which hold 
enviable posts in St. Petersburg, in Bucharest and 
Belgrade. 

It was while visiting some kindred in Bucharest that 
the young Baroness Von Leiven first met M. Constantin 
Dumba, who was acting as charge d’affaires of his nation 
at the Roumanian capital. The marriage occurred later 


in the splendid home of the Leivens in St. Petersburg. the leader of the corps,

The Baron, father of Mme. Dumba, was director of 
the famous National Museum of Russia, the Hermitage 
and the nuptials were graved by the presence of the en- 
tire court circles, including the Czar and Czarina and 
their charming young daugh- 
ter. 

M. Dumba served for a 
time at the Russian capital 
and fron there returned with 
his beautiful bride to Vienna. 
His latest inission was minis- 
ter to Stockholm, where they 
were associated for the sec- 
ond time, and now for the 
third time, with Sir Cecil and 
Lady Spring-Rice. 

Mme, Dumba did not come 
to Washington on her arrival 
in this country the middle of 
June. The Ambassador met 
her in New York and _ they 
proceeded at once to the sum- 
mer quarters on the North 
Shore of Massachusetts Bay, 
at Manchester. M. Dumba 
will make short trips to 
Washington, as his presence 
may be required, and later in 
the summer he and Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice are planning a 


fishing trip in the White 
Mountain streams. 
Since 1894 the land of 


Franz Josef had been repre- 
sented by the Hengelmullers, 
the old type of European no- 
bility, haughty, unapproach- 
able and conservative to the 
last degree. 

Baron von Hengelmuller 
passed his 19 years here with- 
out knowing more than a half a dozen public men other 
than those included in the so-called smart set. 

M. Dumba belongs to the common people, boasts no 
title, though of course, owing to the wealth and prom- 
inence of his family, he might have obtained one, had he 
so desired. Having tremendous commercial interests, he 
feels deep concern in popular movements. 

Vienna has always sent here men with wives who 
made their impression on their day and generation, not 
even excepting that charming though indiscreet woman in 
the days of the Civil War. M. Hanselmann, the Austrian 
Minister whom President Lincoln asked to have recalled, 
owed much of his discomfiture to the injudicious conduct 
of his wife. Baroness Hengelmuller spent the last year 
of her husband’s service practically in retirement because 
of the publicity given certain criticisms she made of Mrs. 
Taft and her conduct of social affairs. 

Mme. Jusserand, as wife of the dean, is, of course, 
But Mme. Jusserand is rather 
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austere in her ideas, and not being in robust health, she 
seeks to avoid, rather than to promote, gayety in that fay- 
ored division of society. 

Mme, Dumba is just past 30, of superb health, fond 
of riding, revoted to dancing and giving some time each 
day most conscientiously to golf and tennis. Her reception 
and fetes in Vienna rank with those occasions of the past 
when the drawing-rooms become historic. She is an ani- 
mated conversationalist and she can’ converse in all the 
pohte tongues and many of the Balkan dialects. She had 
an English governess and she speaks the vernacular with 
grace and ease. 

But showing how thoroughly: Mme. Dumba desires 
to play her part, one of her first activities was to engage 
an English teacher from the best available school and she 
spends several hours a day going over technical or con- 
versational English. 

One of the imperative duties of the new Ambassa- 
dor is to seek a home. Connecticut avenue, where Austro- 
Hungary 15 years ago established itself permanently, has 
changed from an exclusive resident section to the rendez- 
vous of bankers, brokers and realty firms. ‘Then the man- 
sion, once entirely adequate for the average family, is now 
too small. 

M. Dumba, who was at Washington last week, viewed 
the situation with quizzical good humor. 

“T fear that if I talk too much about getting a new 
house, I shall drive Mme. Dumba back to Vienna,” .he 
said. “We seem to have been looking for homes ever 
since Our marriage, 10 years ago. We will, however, take 
things leisurely for a time at least. 

“We have just been through the ordeal of getting a 
home near Vienna. We came to the conclusion that we 
would get a home near Vienna, just to have one, even if 
we had not the joy of living in it more than a few weeks 
each year. So recently much of our time has been spent 
seeking our hearts’ desire. 

“Strange to say, we found it. Not exactly the home, 
but the location for one, in a great romantic forest, which 
rests me just to think of it. Mme. Dumba and I have been 
talking to architects, landscape gardeners, and all the army 
of professional men required to get a home nowadays and 
while it was delightful, it was altogether strenuous work. 


I don’t believe we wish to embark at once on another 
house-hunting or house-building exposition.” 

This home has been the consuming ideal of Mme. 
Dumba for years according to her husband. She found 
the spot long pictured and now is engrossed in the uproot- 
ing of a great rock castle, which dates back from the 13th 
century.

Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven 


The Granite Quarries at Rockport

ATINETY YEARS AGO the first stone was quarried 
on Cape Ann; today hundreds of acres are needed 
to carry on a business which is constantly enlarging. 

In those ninety years great holes have been blasted 
into the very bowels of the earth, some of these quarries 
being from 100 to 150 and 200 feet in depth. 

To many these quarries seem ugly, and perhaps from 
one standpoint they are, but to one who is looking for 
beauty in everything the quarries of Cape Ann have much 
to appeal to his sensitive nature. The very bigness, the very 
industry necessary to make such deep holes has a sug- 
gestion of strength and power, which always have a beauty 
of their own. Leet 

We are told in pamphlets issued by tourist compan- 
ies, and by lecturers, of the beautiful colorings in the 
Grand Canyons of the Colorado, and often through re- 
productions of paintings of this wonderful place we are 
able to see for ourselves that Nature has painted the cliffs 
with her brightest colors. It has never occured to many 
that the rocky sides of the granite quarries show colors 
which also would require of an artist a considerable 
feeling for richness and saturation of color. A Monet 
would find here a problem of light and color, a Millet 
would find labor glorified, a Brangwyn, motifs for decor-

A small locomotive is hauling some cars of stone to 
be shipped to Philadelphia or New York. How it puffs 
and snorts with the weight of the oblong blocks! Over 
there a huge stone is being lifted out of the pit by a der- 
rick which seems hardly strong enough for the task. 
Notice -how tiny the men look; hardly larger than ants. 
Here and there are sheds, some of them used as engine 
houses, some in which are powerful pumps to force the 
water from the pits, some used as tool sheds. What a 
variety of noises, the puffing of the locomotive, the blow- 
ing off of boilers, the r-rrr-r of the steam drills! ‘A 
horn ig blown and before we can ascertain for what pur- 
pose, boom! the air is full of smoke; look! quite a large 
chip of rock is hurled hundreds of feet into the air! 
Hundreds of tons of granite are often blown out by one 
blast. The picture: is it not one of battle, man’s conquest 
of the earth? 

But the picture is more than that; the beauty of the 
coloring, the beauty that would appeal to an artist or poet 
makes a picture that takes away some of the feeling that 
“man marks the earth with ruin.” 

This quarry is only one and the others are no less 
full of appeal to lovers of beauty but to successfully ex- 
plore these quarries it will be necessary to make several 
visits in order to learn just what the industry has meant 
to Cape Ann. 

In this first article an attempt has been made only 
to see the quarries in a geneal way. In a succeeding 
article we will explore them more carefully, will trace the 
growth of the industry and will watch each succeeding 
operation necessary to prepare the stone for use as pave- 
ments in city streets, as monuments or as blocks to be 
used in. the construction of bridges or skyscrapers.

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F THE FLEET of nine boats offered from which to 
select three to meet the German challengers in the 
international matches in September, three are from de- 
signs by E. A. Boardman of Beverly Farms, a like num- 
ber by W. Starling Burgess of Marblehead, two by Bowes 
& Mower and one by John R. Purdon. ‘The trials will 
start off Marbleahed on Aug. 16. Three of the owners 
have had the experience of taking part in international 
racing in previous years with racers of this type, Charles 
Francis Adams, 2d, and Charles P. Curtis having met the 
Germans and Spaniards off Marblehead, while Guy Lowell 
was at Kiel in 1911. In construction all nine yachts con- 
form strictly with the terms of the last yachting treaty be- 
tween the Kaiserlicher Yacht club of Kiel and the East- 
ern Yacht club of Boston and Marblehead, the leading or- 
ganizations in sonder-yacht racing on either side of the 
Atlantic. In the first sonder-yacht contests in 1906 var- 
ious woods were used in construction, many of the boats 
being planked with white cedar and other material, which 
has since been shown to be inferior to Spanish cedar or 
Gaboon mahogany.

SECRETARY BryAN has no right to compromise the 
dignity of the American people by flaunting his poverty 
betore the world. It is transparent that the salaries paid 
by a republic are not large, but are they not large enough 
to maintain the democratic simplicity for which the coun- 
try stands? William Jennings Bryan knew the limita- 
tions that the office involved betore he assumed the posi- 
tion. He should have counted the cost and abided by his 
decision. If he could not have afforded to have made the 
“sacrifices” for his country willingly he ought not to 
have made them. He could at least have “swung his cir- 
cle” and maintained silence; but to break from his duties 
at Washington and offer as an excuse, his small salary, 
savors of cowardice, to say the least. Mr. William Jen- 
nings Bryan made a mistake. ‘There is something to be 
said in justification of a Secretary of State going. before 
the people with a message. Apart from the commercial 
side of the matter there can be no objection to the Secre- 
tary of State making addresses or lectures. On the other 
hand it is a distinct contribution to the education of the 
people in the elements of public affairs. If Bryan had 
placed his absence upon this ground, who would have 
raised a criticism, provided he did not neglect the tasks 
set before him as the Secretary. It looks as though the 
Secretary had better try to live within his means and put 
his ability to work upon the serious international prob- 
lems that are knotty enough to occupy his time well. If 
he makes a Chatauqua engagement he ought to make that 
engagement upon the higher ground of public service. 
The use of speaking opportunities for this larger purpose 
would commend Mr, William Jennings Bryan, but now, 
who can but condemn him for the low position which 
he has taken and the indignity which is thrust upon the 
nation, not by lecturing but the excuses he offers for 
lecturing. Haak) 


THe Pircrim Faruers, a mutual company for the 
insurance of lives, has recently gone through very trying 
days; but the end is in sight and the members of the or- 
der may be congratulated upon the equitable and suc- 
cessful readjustment of their rates of insurance. It is 
difficult to see how any of the members of the order can 
have any reason to complain. The increase of the rate, 
double in some incidences means hardship to many but 
it, means solvency for the company. ‘There can be no 
reason for complaint. ‘The new and higher rates indicate 
that in the past the members insured have been receiving 
their insurance too low. The North Shore villagers have 
many members who are affected by the change. ‘These 
members will be wise if they stay by the company. A 
mutual company is dependent upon the membership in- 
creases for a reduction in rate. 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT is being tried on the 
Fenway in the City of Boston for the benefit of horse- 
drawn vehicles. Boston is circled by a beautiful chain 
of parks. This park system is threaded with roadways. 
Along these roadways in the beautiful summer evenings 


may be seen thousands of automobiles and many car- 
riages. When originally planned these drives were broad 
enough and the automobiles so few in number that all 
horse-drawn pleasure vehicles had every opportunity to 
the benefits ot the great park system. Unfortunately the 
steady increase of the number of automobiles has been re- 
ducing the number of horse-drawn carriages. Driving has 
beco.ue far from comfortable especially for women and 
inexperienced men. Many of the roads have saddle paths 
running parallel to the regular roadways. It is now pro- 
posed to make these pathways available for carriages. 
his will provide automatically a thoroughfare for au- 
tomobiles and an exclusive road for carriges. This seems 
to be prophetic, for the present congestion of the high- 
ways both by automobiles and carriages cannot long con- 
tinue without relief. ‘his has been tried out with great 
success on a small scale on the North Shore. ‘The wood- 
lands between Montserrat, Pride’s, Essex and Gloucester 
may be found these exclusive roads for pleasure vehicles. 
The difficulties in this direction on the North Shore lay 
in the great highway. ‘The day is not far away when 
the state must arise to its obligation and do for the North 
Shore, north of Salem to Rockport, what has been done 
for the North Shore as far as Lynn. ‘There is a growing 
need of greater road facilities for the automobile and for 
the other vehicles. 


THE MELLEN-1UM of the New Haven road has ended.

_ in AssuMinG THE Heap of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, President McDonald has taken a many stand in 
his statement to the public, It is becoming more and more 
apparent that great pubile service corporations are recog- 
nizing the desirability and the necessity of considering the 
public which it serves. It is unfortunate that such ill- 
will has been developed along all lines by the yellow jour- 
nals. In asking for a patient public to permit him time 
to study his problem, President McDonald is clearly act- 
ing within his rights and ought to have the support and 
co-operation of the regular organization of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad and of the public. 
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Watcu Mexico! It is now becoming a hot-bed of 
insurrection and trouble. The recall of Amb. Wilson for 
a conference with the President after the receipt of a 
note from the powers of Europe does not look promising. 
The situation is acute and lovers of peace may well fear. 
But President Wilson has proven himself a cautious 
man and public sentiment in America is adverse to war, 
consequently there is a reasonable hope that these rea- 
sons for fears may be off-set by these two checks upon 
hasty action by our government. The age of war has past 
and the era of peace has come. America, and this means 
our Washington government, has an enviable opportunity 
to give the world a striking illustration of the powers of 
Christian diplomacy. 


THERE 1s No ONE with heart so hard but what 
pities the unfortunate family that was obliged to render 
their last comforts to the member of their family at 
Bridgewater.

Manchester’s Unique and Original Organization of ‘‘ Boys”’ 


If a day were manufactured to or- 
der to meet the needs of an outing 
at the grandest spot on the whole 
North Shore for such an affair, Wed- 
nesday was the day and ‘‘Ye Elder 
Brethren’’ were the participants , in 
their 35th. anniversary ‘‘chowder’’ and 
reunion.

After dinner the usual business ses- 
sion was held and vice-president EK.

Joseph A. Torrey read a tribute to 
the late President George F, Allen which 
was ordered filed with the records of 
the organization. It was a pleasure and 
pride for him to present this sketch of 
George F. Allen’s life and to speak of 
the greatly missed members whose ef- 
forts for so many years had been so 
successful in keeping up the great in- 
terest in the society. Mr. Torrey’s tri- 
bute was as follows: 

‘As year by year we gather around 
this spot, the pleasure of friendly greet- 
ing is tempered by regret for the ab- 
sence of those who have left us for the 
eternal shore. No one in our circle 
will today be more greatly missed than 
he who for 34 years, ever since its in- 
ception, has presided at the annual 
gatherings of the Elder Brethren. No 
one was more interested in its success. 
On him we depended to insure a large 
attendance, to provide interesting 
speakers, and to stir the current of 
reminiscence and anecdote. It was his 
pleasure and his pride to promote the 
success of our meetings. 

“George Forster Allen, whose feeble 
voice we heard for the last time at our 
meeting one year ago, passed to his 
rest on the 20th. day of last January 
at the age of 86. 

‘*Mr. Allen was to the manor born, 
tracing his ancestory on father’s and 
mother’s side to William Allen, one of 
the Old Filanters of Cape Ann in 1624, 
and who with others two years later, 
under the leadership of Roger Conant, 
removed to Salem, prior to. the coming 
of Winthrop and Endicott in 1628-29. 

‘“William Allen was a carpenter. 
According to the Salem records he was 
an enterprising and influential citizen 
and free-holder. In 1640 Wm. Allen 
was one of those who petitioned for 
leave to erect a village at Jeffrey’s 
Creek on the 400 acres of rock, roses 
and sand since known and admired as 
Manchester-by-the-Sea. The tradition 
is he puilt the first house in the village 
at what was called North Yarmouth. 

‘“From that day to this, the Allens 
have shared the fortunes of the town, 
a sturdy line of yeomanry, farmers, 
fishers, sailors, soldiers, makers of beds 


and tables, serving in every needful 
capacity the church, the _ state, the 


school, free in heart and hand as the 
wandering wind and wave and firm as 
the rocks that dip their feet in the sea. 


‘‘George Forster Allen was the son 
of Nathan Allen, Jr., a cabinet maker, 
and Lucy Story, and was born Sept. 
10th. 1827. His boyhood was spent in 
Puddingbag lane, now better known 
as Morse’s Court. At about the same 
time and place were born eight boys 
who have left their mark upon the 
town,—John Perry Allen, Solomon AI- 
len, Rev. John M. Marsters, David and 
Frank Story, Joseph Story Hooper, 
Chas. Tappan and William C. Rust, the 
last named gentleman being the only 
survivor. 

‘“Mr. Allen in his boyhood contracted 
a hip disease which left him a cripple 


and in life long delicate health. But 
he out-lived his robust mates. He 


learned shoemaking when shoemaking 
was a trade. From 1852 to 1857 he 
kept a general store in company with 
Thomas W. Slade and continued the 
same alone until 1859, retiring on ae- 
count of ill health. In 1868 he re- 
sumed business with a dry goods store 
in the Franklin building, the ‘Old 
Corner’ where one hundred years be- 
fore his grandmother Semple, of roman- 
tic memory, sold similar goods. He 
continued here until 1907 when age 
compelled retirement, 

‘*A man’s character in a community 
like ours may be estimated hy the of: 
fices of trust and responsibility he has 
held in the gift of his fellow citizens. 
Forster Allen was of a different type 
from the usual ‘boss’ or politician. He 
had both the honest and the genile 
qualities of good citizenship which as- 
sured him public confidence for a long 
period.- He was appointed postmaster 
in 1849 and held the office four years. 
He was town clerk from 1862 to 1865, 
selectman and assessor 1862 to 1868, 
school committee two years and presi- 
dent of the historical society. 


‘‘He joined the Congregational 
church in 1866, was church clerk for 


forty years, parish clerk 39 years, 
church treasurer 35 years, trustee of 
Martin fund 12 years. He was one 
on whom the pastors leaned for council 
and support. The active portion of his 
life covered the war period and the 
rise and progress of the town as a sum- 
mer resort. He knew the families of 
the town root and branch. His store 
was a landmark, himself an authority 
on local history. He was the best- 
known man in town and equally respect- 
ed by villagers and resorters. He was 
a gentle soul, a good citizen, a humble 
christian, a friend to all, a foe to none. 
His name is closely interwoven in the 
annals of the town in an important 
period of its history.’?’ 

At the business session, Edwin P. 
Stanley became president. Lyman W. 
Floyd as the newly elected vice-presi- 
dent made a most fitting acceptance 
speech. William J. Johnson was elected 
clerk and treasurer and a committee 
was appointed to care for the interets 
of the society for the year, 

Francis M. Stanwood of Boston and 
Manchester, was introduced as one of 
our most patriotic citizens. He paid 


great respect to the late George F. Al- 
len the president for so many years, 
his tribute to the comrades of the G. A. 
R. was eloquent. He was also impressed 
by the beauty of the spot, the day and 
the ‘‘bang-up chowder.’’ He was re- 


.minded of other anniversaries and fit- 


tingly told something of the various 
newspaper articles in regard to praise 
of Southern generals, but failed to see 
anything to recommend to him a me- 
morial to General Lee on the field at 
Gettysburg. His remarks were of a pa- 
triotic nature as a whole and especially 
his references in praise of Gen. Grant.

On the — second 
leg, the wind freshened slightly, and 
on the last leg the White-wings and 
Clarice got into a luffing match and 
sailed around the other boats, the 
Caswell boat getting a good lead and 
finished with a margin of 7m 45s over 
Shad. The race was called off on 
once around the course.

Marblehead—the Great Yachting Centre 


Some of Its Historical and Traditional Attractions 


By MARY HERROD NORTHEND 


| as HISTORIC and picturesque interest there is no 
place in New England that equals Marblehead. It 
is one of the most interesting and unique peninsulas in the 
United States. Marblehead was settled in 1629 by citizens 
fiom the island of Guernsey which accounts for many 
of the idiomatic peculiarities which for more than two 
centuries characterized the speech of that assembly. These 
oddities of expression are rapidly passing away with the 
settlement of the town and its adjoining peninsula by sum- 
iner folks. 

Reverend Francis Higginson in 1629 speaks of this 
rocky headlands as ‘Marble stone, that we have great 


rocks of it and a harbor hard by. Our plantation is from 
thence called Marble Harbor.” While this name was ap- 
plied to it by niany in the early days, yet 1t was known as 
wharblehead and so important a place has it been in his- 
iory, being settled by one of the bravest people in Amer- 
ica, that the legend iuus “so well is 1t known not only in 
out own land but in foreign countries as well that any 
person hailing from Marblehead never thinks of attaching 
U. S. A. to its name, feeling sure that Marblehead is 
enough.” 

Lhe streets which are laid out irregularly are most 
interesting, and the buildings, built without any thought

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of street limits, make it one of the most picturesque of 
our many seaport towns. There is just enough of the 
old-time flavor td give it a distinction. Mingled with it 
is the twentieth century aroma which makes it up-to-date. 
Little wonder that it stands out so prominently among the 
New England summer resorts. Linked with the present

day are memories of the past that are most interesting. 
Following the road that leads by the harbor is a small 
unpretentions building used as a tea house. It is historic 
from the fact that two centuries ago robbers stored ill- 
gotten treasures within its walls. ‘The Pirate House, as 
it is familiarly known, is owned by Peter Union, the vet- 
eran boatsman of Marblehead, who for forty years ran 
the “green line of dories” back and forth during the sum- 
mer season between Marblehead and the Neck, and who 
is one of the characters of the town retaining what so few 
of them still have, the oddities of speech that characterize 
the early days. The house itself where the booty iS stored 
was in existence in 1704, when the briganteen Charles, 
Captain Daniel Plowman, left Marblehead fitted up as a 
privateer. It arrived back in 1704 with suspicious traces 
that it had been used as a pirate ship. Finding that they 
had been discovered, Quelch, the noted pirate, who was 
afterwards hanged, hid much of this booty in the little 
house in a closet that leads off the present sitting-room. 
This house was originally situated near the fort but was 
brought to its present site by Mr. Union’s grand-father. 

One of the most interesting houses is the old Lee 
mansion built by Jeremiah Lee, who was evidently a man 
of wealth, for the materials for the house-building were 
imported from England, the huge timbers forming ballast 
for his vessels. Inside this house are some of the most 
wonderful examples of wall paper in existence showing 
Grecian scenes and bits of landscape work which English 
artisans wrought years ago in the narrow lanes of London. 
That this was a goodly building is hown from the fact 
that it cost 10,000 pounds for building. 

The houses of Marblehead are not, for the greater 
part, pretentious. ‘They were the homes of the simple 
fisher folks who had neither time nor inclination to spend 
labor and money in building mansions that were more 
i they cared to afford. The houses are gen- 
erally built one and a half stories in height with the 
doors set in the corner of the front in such a fashion that 
when one of these old houses was altered and repaired the 
original front door was in the middle of the house, the hall 
being enlarged to resemble the old Colonial hall, 
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Several of these old houses have sheltered men who 
were actively connected with the Revolution, most of them 
being sea-captains. It is the boast of Marblehead that. the 
navy had its birth in her harbor. Here the first vessels 
chartered by Washington to aid in the cause were fitted 
out and manned by brave fishermen, under such noted 
men as Captain Gerry, Major Pedrick, and Captain Glover. 
All these homes are still standing, familiar and honored 
land-marks in Marblehead. 

One of these is used as the summer home of Mary 
Devereux Watson, author of “From Kingdom to Colony.” 
She lives in the old Pedrick house built about the same 
time as the famous Lee mansion by one Major Pedrick an 
officer in Glover’s regiment. The house is owned by Mr. 
Henry W. Brown and is practically unchanged. The 
spacious front hall still stands where tradition says “the 
doughty major was wont to drill his soldiers during the 
winter season.” Mrs. Watson’s first ancestor, Jno. Devereux 
was one of the three who purchased from the Indian 
owners what is now the town of Marblehead, the deed 
of which purchase to-day hangs on the walls of Abbott 
Library. The Devereaux took an active part in the affairs — 
of state and they at one time occupied the Devereux 
mansion which stands by the side of the road between 
Marblehead and Nanepashemet. ‘The noted author, in 
speaking of this place says, “We are a clannish people, we 
who are Marblehead born. All my life I feel I have the 
sea, waves, and winds in my blood and when forced to 
live away from it I never see a picture of a ship or a sea 
without a curious little thrill that makes my heart beat 
more quickly, and the pictures all spell Marblehead.” 

At the turn of the road following the car track is a- 
modest little barn used now as a studio. It was from 
here that rode forth Captain John Selman of Revolutionry 
fame to take a prominent part in the battle of Bunker Hill. 
General Washington was a favorite guest at the house of 
the Captain who was in command of the Franklin, one of - 
the four vessels that sailed from Marblehead harbor on 
October 21, 1775, on the fateful and famous expedition 
to Prince Edward’s Island. Unfortunately for history 
the Captain destroyed his most valuable papers including 
many letters that bore the signature of General Washing- 
ton. 


THE OLD TOWN HOUSE AT MARBLEHEAD 


Nearing Peach’s Point is the old cemetery which is a 
point of interest to tourists and which contains many 
graves of noted people. One can almost imagine as he 
drives along, Diamond walking up and down among the 
graves shouting out to sea his directions for bringing ships 
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to port, claiming that it was through his agency that many 
a sailor was saved from a watery grave. At the further 
end of the point stands a very attractive summer home 
known at the Wharf House. This was used many years 
ago by Mrs. Grace Oliver and is now the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. Chester A. Dane. The name of the house 
is derived from the fact.that it stands on the site of some 
of the old wharves where the ships used to sail to the 
Grand Banks. On the house is a wonderful old figure- 
head placed in the eaves which was used originally on a 
Newburyport ship, while an odd devise from the keel of a 
ship is at the entrance to the port, and an eagle, also »nce 
adorning a ship, is now a prominent feature over the 
door. 

There are other figure-heads on this same point in the 
Peabody garden where a wonderful collection has been 
made of these old-time relics which are now features of 
a rose garden. Some of these have very interesting his- 
tory. The entire point is the home of summer guests, 
while during the winter months it is given over to snow 
and rain, a desolate but wonderfully interesting part of 
the old town of Marblehead which has its place in history. 

At the farther end of the harbor is the home of W. 
Starling Burgess, son of the builder of the first cup de- 
fender. ‘This house occupies the site of one of the most 
historic spots along the shore. Here the first shipyard 
of Marblehead was established and it is no uncommon 
thing, even today, to find old piles showing where the 
wharves once stood. At the rear of the house is an old 
well. ‘Tradition says it was originally used by the old 
fishermen on account of the purity of its water and they 
came here to fill their casks when starting on a long voyage 
around the Horn. 

The historic associations of old Marblehead hold un- 
bounded interest to the lover of the past as does the land- 
locked harbor that directly fronts the town, delighting the 
yachting enthusiast. In the early days clumsy dories and 
ships of fisher-folk were built for use rather than beauty 
and so staunch that they withstood the heavy seas of the 
Grand Banks. In the early days Marblehead was essen- 
tially a fishing hamlet and her people had little thought 
beyond the means of earning a livelihood. As early as 


1636 it was voted that the rights of the fishermen to the 
land of Marblehead should be limited to a house lot and 
garden lot, or ground for the placing of their flakes. 

Isaac Allerton, an active and enterprising merchant 
settled here with five sailing or fishing vessels, and con- 
ducted a thriving business until banished from the place 
by a vote of the General Court in March, 1635. ‘The ad- 
jacent waters at that time were teeming with cod, haddock, 
mackerel, herring, bass, and other varieties of fish, and in 
a letter written in 1629 it was stated that sixteen hundred 
bass were taken at a single draught while the schools of 
mackerel were so numerous as to extort exclamations of 
astonishment from everybody. Statements sent to Eng- 
land attracted the attention of enterprising merchants 
there, and Mathew Cradock, the Governor of the Massa- 
chusetts Company, and others established houses and fish- 
ing stages at Marblehead as early 1633. Annually, they 
sent their vessels and men to catch and cure the fish here 
during the summer months, and return to England 
with their cargoes later in the season. As time went on, 
the fishing business steadily increased, and the master of 
every boat was ordered to brand his name on each barrel 
or cask of mackerel he packed under a penalty of twenty 
shillings. 

At length, the industry began to decline, until at the 
present time it is little more than a memory. Swan-like 
yachts have superseded the dingy dories, and the old 
wharves have been put to new uses. 

The list of Massachusetts racing skippers is a long 
one, and there are many, even among the amateur contin- 
gent, who are of cup defender calibre. There are no bet- 
ter race courses in the world than are to be found in 
Massachusetts Bay off Boston Light, and especially off 
Halfway Rock at Marblehead. Indeed, so favorable is the 
latter spot that it has been suggested as being a suitable 
place for sailing the international races. 

The old town has in many respects retained its early 
aspect. ‘To be sure, the old type of inhabitant is fast 
disappearing, yet the same loyalty and unison that has 
always characterized the people still exists, and the older 
part of the town presents unchanged the same quaint 
houses and crooked streets. 


THE HARBOR, MARBLEHEAD 
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A Few Plain Words About New England 


By GEORGE FRENCH 


T is possible to understand and appreciate New England 
I if one basic fact of her history 1s always kept in mind; 
and we are sure to think of her with more charity and re- 
member her with more reverence, if we are well aware 
of this historic fact. ‘ 

Industrially New England has always been nurtured 
with the dregs of her human product. No offense is meant 
to her vital men and women, and the term “dregs” is em- 
ployed in the sense of residuum, but not that sort of resid- 
uum that is thrown out as useless and harmful. I mean 
that New England has had to get along with the men 
and women raised within her borders who could not go 
westward to “grow up with the country” and to help 
make a country in which to grow up. 

The Pilgrim Fathers had scarcely cléared their first 
farms when they began to work their way westward. When 
there were young men and women they went toward the 
west. After the Revolution was settled in favor of the 
Americans everybody who could went west, and it was 
west then, rather than westerly. The pioneers swept over 
the borders of New England, intent upon conquering the 
remote wildernesses. ‘This has kept New England drained 
of much of its young vigor during all the years since un- 
til almost the present. There is now a tendency to stay in 
New England and ever to return to it. Men whose grand- 
fathers lived there are coming home. Young men are be- 
ginning life there more plentifully and more readily. 

New England shows the results of this renaissance 
in her blood. It is today, in many vital respects, the most 
progressive section of the country, and the section offer- 
ing the best opportunities for enterprise. It is true, though 
seemingly strangely untrue, that in New England today 
there is the best agricultural opportunity the country 
affords. It is true that in New England there are the 
most striking and alluring examples of agricultural suc- 
cesses. ‘There is nothing in the reports of rewards for in- 
telligent working of the land from any section to excel 
those from New England. All of the tales from the apple 
sections of the middle and northwest, alluring as they are 
made by the “boomers” of those sections, can be more 
than matched from the performances of New England. 
Corn and wheat, those great staples of the west, are 
actually raised in New England more profitably than in 
the states noted for their culture. 

A few weeks ago | went all about the suburbs of one 
of the most thriving and delightful of New England 
cities, the city of Worcester. A few months previous to 
that I had been through the west and southwest, notably 
Texas, and had seen all of the thriving cities there. Many 
of them are in the same class with Worcester. While 
these ‘Texan cities are indeed wonderful, they have much 
to learn from this New England city, and from many other 
New England cities. This city of Worcester has been 
growing at a marvelous rate. Within the past few years it 
has overrun much territory. Its farms of twenty years 
ago are now covered with beautiful homes. ° Within five 
years it has taken in many square miles of farms and made 
lovely and populous suburbs of them. Its factories have 
doubled ond quadrupled. Its banks have become swollen 
with surpluses. It has expanded, and thickened, and 
gone skyward with big office buildings. 

The point is that if there had been such growth in 
any western city as has been going on in Worcester of 
lute there would have been such trumphetings as would 
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have made the name of that city ring in the ears of every 
reader of newspapers. But Worcester has gone its swift 
and building way almost in silence. It growth has been 
one of the marvels and miracles of American growth, but 
to know about it one has to go there and ferret it out. 

But Worcester is not the single example of wonderful 
growth among New England cities. ‘There are many 
others with records comparatively as significant and ex- 
traordinary. Springfield, Pittsfield, Providence, Framing- 
ham, New Bedford, Fall River, not to mention Boston 
and the metropolitan zone surrounding it, all present ex- 
cellent texts for whoever wishes to exalt New England ; 
and there are many smaller towns that have made a great 
record for enterprising growth. I am minded to mention 
one, and there are many almost as deserving. 

The lovely town of Littleton, New Hampshire, has a 
record for enterprising growth that would make many a 
western city green with envy if it were generally known. 
Within less than twenty years—mostly within half that 
time—it has been transformed trom about the most un- 
promising hamlet into one of the most extraordinary’ 
towns in the country. The motive has been the energy 
and perseverance of its citizens—of one citizen in particu- 
lar. When I was in Houston, Texas, last summer, I asked 
one of the leading citizens what has happened to trans-’ 
form the sleepy town of ten years ago into the hustling 
and growing city of today. “Oh,” said he, “we just 
thought we would get together and make a real city. 
That’s all. We got together and said we’d put it over; 
and we did.” It was so with Littleton. The muddy 
streets were abolished, there were sidewalks, a fire depart- 
ment, a new town building, etc. Then there were factories, 
and many new citizens, and general prosperity. The peo- 
ple just got together and did things. Now it is a model 
town without one shabby house in it, with many factories 
and industries, with fine streets, beautiful homes, big 
parks, and just reeking with public spirit and the deter- 
mination to do things. 

There are many towns as fine as this one, and as 
enterprising, and growing as rapidly; though none that I 
know of that has gone as far in community socialism, and 
carried it off so successfully. But it is not in the towns 
that we look for the real progressive New England, but 
among the farmers. When we go about among the new 
race of farmers in New England we begin to realize the 
extent and character of the wonderful revolution that is 
going on in this old section of the country. ‘There is not 
a radical departure in the treatment of the land advocated 
by the most optimistic of the theorists but it may be 
found as practical experiments in several sections, located 
among the old-time farmers, who look on with some won- 
der, some interest, and some skeptical contempt. 

Do you wish to find the most scientific fruit farms, you 
If you desire to see 
the perfection of small fruit culture, you must visit New 
England. If you want to see the best corn or oats or 
wheat or barley or buckwheat or grass or alfalfa or po- 
tatoes,the purest bred sheep or cattle or hogs, the best 
kept fatm accounts, the best paying farms run by busi- 
ness mettysthe best hen farms, the best butter and milk 
farms—the best farms of any kind—it is in New Eng- 
land that they are to be found. But while this is all very 
well, very inspiring, the real cause for hope is that there 
is a new spirit in the agriculture of New England. The 
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spread of the new knowledge of the land has become rapid, 
and its adoption into practice has almost become a matter 
of course. ‘The agricultural colleges are making of farm- 
ing a business. Scientific methods are supplanting the old 
tules of chance. The country is responding to the treat- 
ment, making of New England the best proposition for 
the man who wishes to make money off the land. 

‘In manufacturing there is a similar tale, though there 
is not the same degree of growth nor the same degree 
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of profit. In manufacturing New England is not yet fully 
adjusted to the truth that goods must be made at the 
most strategical points, and New England has not yet 
learned to correctly estimate the element of skilled opera- 
tors. The process of manufacturing adjustment involves 
the realization by the capitalists of the great fact that 
New England has supreme opportunities for them, But 
all of these elements are being considered, and the pro- 
cess of readjustment is, going on with satisfactory speed. 


Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven 


2. The Granite Quarries at Rockport

N THE introduction to this series of articles I have 

said that Cape Ann was an ungrateful country to 

the first settlers in that the rockiness of the place made it 
unsuitable for large agricultural enterprises. 

A lapse of two and a half centuries has proven that 
what seemed to be ungratefulness has really been the 
greatest blessing. 

The great ice sheet which swept over the whole of 
Northern America ages ago, melting, left a deposit of 
granite here, famed far and wide for its building qualities. 
From Eastport, Maine, to cities in Virginia and even 
farther south, stone has been shipped. ‘he streets of 
Boston, New York and Philadelphia are paved with 
blocks from the Cape Ann quarries. In short, it would 
be impossible to visit any large city in the northern At- 
lantic states without seeing some building or bridge built 
of Rockport granite. At the navy yard at Portsmouth; 
the bridges over the Charles, connecting Cambridge and 
Boston; the famous Blackwell’s island bridge in New 
York, are among the larger, contracts. 

Before the wonderful ad¥aaeement of the past half 
century in steam and compressed air engines and machin- 
ery was accomplished, the task of quarrying granite was a 
difficult one. As derricks could be operated only by hand- 
power or with the aid of oxen, stones of large size could 
not be easily handled. ‘Today a small engine can do the 
work formerly required of twenty or raore men or two 
or three yoke of oxen. At one of the quarries of the 
Pigeon Hill Granite Company is a steel derrick which can 
lift nearly 100 tons. 

A wonderful picture it must have been, the oxen 
straining to lift a huge block of granite from the pit. 
Yes, but it was more picturesque than profitable. ‘Today 
a pull on a lever,—and the steel cable winds around the 
drum of the engine and with little effort and no waste of 
time, lifts stones that the quarryman of forty years ago 
would not have dreamed of lifting. 

The invention of the steam drill was a boon to work- 
ers in stone. It made possible the drilling of holes as 
deep as forty feet. In these a charge of dynamite is 
placed and when exploded thousands of tons of rock are 
separated. This makes it easier for the workmen to get 
at it. The use of locomotives to haul the stone on cars 
is another labor-saving device. 

Perhaps it might be interesting to watch the various 
operations upon the stone from the time of quarrying to 
the finished paving block, building stone or cut granite. 
After the stone is blasted it is then cut, by drilling and 
by the use of wedges, into blocks of such size as can be 
handled conviently. The clearest and best stone is sent 


to the stone cutters’ shed, where it is worked into monu- 
ments, into tountains, toundations for statues, filigree 
work on stone buildings, etc. ‘Che shed in which this 
work is done is usually over one hundred teet long, fitty 
or more feet wide and about 40 feet high. It makes 
one large room. In either end are large swinging doors 
and a track is run through the building over which a 
traveling crane carries the stone back and torth. Stone for 
building purposes must be dressed or pointed. ‘This work 
was formerly done by hand, but the introduction of com- 
pressed air has made this mode too slow to be profitable. 

The second quality of stone is used for paving. 
Formerly the cutting ot the stone into paving blocks was 
done entirely by the paving cutters, now the holes are 
already drilled by air drills. ‘The workmen have merely 
to split out the paving and shape them. Most of the pav- 
ing cutters work in small sheds which are open on the 
front. In winter a large piece of canvas is sometimes 
stretched across this opening to keep out the cold, and | 
have seen stoves in some of them. Is there no waste? 
some one asks. Yes, very much. Some of the stone is 
unworkable and goes to the “grout” pile,—some has been 
used in the foundation work of the Sandy Bay break- 
water and a great deal is put into the crusher and used in 
the construction of roads. There is enough stone on 
Cape Ann which could be used only for this latter pur- 
pose to build several highways across the continent. 

Barges and lighters are largely used at present to 
transport the stone. Within a few years, however, all 
was carried by stone sloops, some few of which are used 
even today. But the quicker transportation afforded by 
the barges towned by tugs has made slooping unprofitable. 

Some 800 to 1,000 men are employed at the quarries, 
Among them are engineers, blacksmiths, stone-cutters, 
paving-cutters, men to work at the derricks and to blast the 
stone, etc., called quarrymen, carpenters, teamsters, and 
tool boys. All nationalities are here,—Finnish, Swedish, 
Irish, Italian, Scotch, Welch, English and American. ‘lhe 
Scotch and English are found more often in the stone- 
cutters’ or hammerers’ sheds, the Finnish, Swedish and 
Italians in the quarries or cutting paving. 

Calamity howlers are forever telling us that our 
coal supply is soon to give out, that our supply of iron 
is limited, that our trees will soon be all cut and lumber 
will become a luxury, but no one can dare say that our 
granite supply will be exhausted, for Cape Arn can fur- 
nish for centuries to come enough stone to supply the 
demand.

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AZ ITH AUGUST coming in today the North Shore 
is entering upon the busiest month of its career. 
Many complain that the season is a little “slow,” but 
every indication points the other way. There are less 
empty cottages on the North Shore this year than since 
its first days as a summer resort. There are more people 
living here and there is really more going on, though per- 
haps in a different way. This is especially true of the 
strip of North Shore through the Manchesters, Beverly 
Farms, Prides and at Magnolia. The big Oceanside hotel 
has a crowd of nearly 700 people within its score of cot- 
tages and two hotels today, and numbered among them 
are well known people from all sections of the country. 
The loss of the Essex County club last winter by fire 
detracts somewhat from the lite of that important fash- 
ion center,—but only slightly, for there are more dances 
and out-of-door sport there this year than usual. The 
Swimming Pool as Magnolia on the other hand offers 
something new, and there is no question but what that 
place is proving one of the most attractive diversions for 
society this summer.

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North Shore Resorts Gets Millions Out of Vacationists 


This Section Gets Its Full Share of Business that Comes to New England. 


apt the North Shore has grown to be an extensive 
summer resort is shown by “Who’s Who”’ for 1913, 
which lists 78 hotels and boarding houses devoted to the 
entertainment and the great influx of summer visitors 
who delight to spend their summer vacation in this region. 
According to estimates made by the railroads operat- 
ing in New England, 303 is the average registration at 
the hotels throughout the six states, and $80 is the aver- 
age sum spent by each tourist. On this basis, it can be 
reckoned that the 78 hotels on the North Shore will care 
for 25,000 people the present season, and that these 
25,000 people will leave behind them over $2,000,000. 
Besides this mighty host of hotels sojourners, how- 
ever, there are between 10,000 and 15,000 su'rmer resi- 
dents at the cottages and mansions along the Shore, who 
it is safe to assume may spend fully $5,000,000, making a 
total of over $7,000,000 put into circulation among the 


tradesmen and hotel-keepers in the North Shore towns. 

In New England, according to latest estimates, the 
business or ‘‘industry” of caring for summer visitots 
amounts to approximately $go0,000,000—pointed out by 
Sylvester Baxter recently as a sum greater than the an- 
nual yield of all the gold mines of Alaska and California 
combined. About 1,400,000 people spent their vacation 
within the borders of New England last year, according 
to the reports of the railroads. 

With a total business in New England approximating 
$90,000,000 and the North Shore resorts getting $7,000,- 
000 annually, it would seem that we have our full share 
of this great prosperity. 

There are approximately 5,000 families recorded in 
the “Who’s Who Along the North Shore” for 1913, who 
are located here for the season, either with a cottage, or 
with rooms for the season at one of the hotels.

THAN EVER.

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Tur APPLICATION OF CO-OPERATIVE MertTHops to busi- 
ness enterprises is not new in our day. But the adoption of 
profit-sharing schemes for employees is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. ‘This means a continued interest by all 
lovers of man in the comparative successes which are at- 
tained. Recently two successful plans have been tried in 
Boston. A large department store issued a life insur- 
ance policy in a “standard company to each of its employ- 
ees. This is essentially a profit-sharing idea, but is open 
justly or unjustly to some criticisn). There are those 
who may insist that the province of any enterprise is to 
pay their employees a sufficient remuneration for their 
labor, and that this should be placed in their hands for 
investment or expenditure. However, the board of direct- 
ors have intended to do a kindly act. The act should be 
com nended upon that ground. The employers have gained 
that much in addition to their regular salaries. ‘The plan 
of the Boston Consolidated Gas Company presents one 
of the most successful profit-sharing business enterprises 
in New England. For a number of years a_ dividend 
equivalent to that declared on the outstanding stock is is- 
sued to the employees in addition to their salaries. So 
that this term each employee receives a dividend equal 
to nine percent. of his or her salary. ‘This dividend is 
credited up to the employee and invested in preferred 
stock. This is a commendibly just profit-sharing divi- 
dend. - It assures efficiency, stability and honesty among 
the men. The participation of the employee in the own- 
ership of the company is the sure road to increased econ- 
omy and efficiency. 


Tur County oF Essex is now to have a new Agri- 
cultural school. It is probable now that the farm and 
school buildings will be located in Danvers. ‘The board of 
directors have been energetically at work in perfecting 
the organization and selecting the site. ‘The policy of the 
new work has not been fully worked out. It will be a 
serious neglect of the interests of the North Shore, a 
very important part of Essex County, if the interests of 
horticulture, especially the service required in the develop- 
ment of an estate be not conserved as well as the old type 
instruction in the common forms of agriculture. The 
art of gardening as practiced upon the large estates along 
cur shore 1s a distinct branch of agriculture that de- 
mands and should have especial training. ‘The new board 
of the agricultural school should not neglect to recognize 
this particular branch of horticultural science in its new 
curriculum and_ policy.

THe SEVERE Days oF SUMMER are trying to the ani- 
mals about us, especially dogs and horses. ‘The society 


with a long name has become a valuable agent in the 
community for giving aid to injured animals and in spread-_ 


ing true information concerning the care of pets. The 
work has been continued so systematically and quietly 
that few realize the successes which are attending their 
efforts. Last year two excellent bills were introduced 
into the legislature and have now become law. ‘The one 
prohibits the cruelties which have attended the use of the 
steel trap in hunting and the other provides for a rea- 
sonable payment to the owner of each horse owned within 
the commonwealth for twelve months prior to its being 
killed by the state officers because of glanders. The so- 
ciety has issued information for the care of dogs during 
the hot days that cannot fail to be helpful. The public 
service the S. P. C. A. is rendering is worthy of the gen- 
erous support it is receiving from the public. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE AGREEMENT which has 
been made by the recent International Opium Conference 
at the Hague ought not be overlooked. The opium trade 


and traffic in baneful drugs has been a curse, difficult to. 


remove. ‘The proposed plan has the advantage of inter- 
national agreement. No one nation alone can cope with 
the evil. ‘Twenty-six nations have deposited their rati- 
fication of the international agreement. ‘This is a unani- 
mous endorsement by the nations to date. It is not ex- 
pected that any nation will refuse to enter into the alli- 
ance. The United States has not yet formally agreed to 
the arrangement. There is not the shadow of a doubt 
or possibility of our republic refusing its approval. ‘The 
agreement will prohibit the evils of the opium and drug 
traffic of other years. Such legislation and international 
agreement is certain to do good. 


Tur OLp Depare 1s STILL ON concerning the advis- 
ability of lawn watering. Is it advisable to water or not to 
water?

Red Cross Demonstration of 
First Aid 


On Tuesday afternoon at a large 
meeting of the Woman’s Aid of the 
Beverly Hospital, held at the Misses 
Loring’s residence, Pride’s Crossing, 
five members of the Manchester Red 
Cross First Aid class gave a most in- 
teresting demonstration of first aid. 

Mrs. L. W. Carter, Mrs. John Bak- 
er, Miss Alice Clark, Miss Lena Jones 
and Miss Fannie Knight were the 
representatives of the Manchester 
class, and one of the boy scouts, Sid-, 
ney Baker, kindly acted as subject. 
The first aid to be given after five 
different kinds of accidents was il- 
lustrated. Mrs. Carter announced the 
nature of each accident and as the 
others demonstrated the aid, she gave 
explanations that added to the inter- 
est of the exhibition. 

The first accident described was as 
follows: 

A boy had fallen from a cherry tree, 
broken his right wrist, nis left leg be- 
low the knee and was suffering from 
shock. After being restored to con- 
sciousness aromatic spirits of am- 
monia were given as a stimulant, then 
a pillow splint used on the leg and a 
small board with the wrist bandage. 
The proper manner of lifting the boy 
and the utilization of a blind for a 
stretcher were also shown. 

The boy scout in kindling a fire in 
camp had been badly burned about the 
face. In this case picric gauze cover- 
ed with absorbent cotton and the trian- 
gular bandage were used,—such sup- 
plies as these being generally contain- 
ed in the boy scouts’ first aid pouch, 
prepared by the Red Cross. 

The resuscitation of a person who 
had been drowned and the stopping 
of arterial bleeding from a severe cut 
on the wrist were demonstrated. In 
a case of a broken thigh and collar 
bone a broom handle was used with 
the padding of a sweater. The brush 
part of the broom provided the pad 
under the arm necessary for the treat- 
ment of the broken collar bone, as the 
breaks were both on the right side.

was on hand, simple articles to be 
found in every household were used 
as far as possible like brooms, pillows, 
blinds, handkerchiefs, ete. 

The members of the Manchester 
class were applauded and compliment- 
ed on their excellent work and it is 
hoped that this autumn Red Cross 
First Aid classes will be organized in 
Beverly. Manchester is to be con- 
gratulated on having a number of wo- 
men in the community who under Dr. 
Blaisdell’s careful instruction are 
capable in case of accidents to be of 
such valuable aid. 

On Saturday, September 6th, a 
competition will be held at Manches- 
ter between teams of the Manchester 
class and it is hoped teams represent- 
ing classes from Milton and North 
Attleboro. A United States army 
surgeon will attend to act as judge. 
Medals will be awarded to each mem- 
ber of the winning team and special 
certificates to those of the second and 
third teams in the contest.

Daniel Neville, First Catholic at Beverly Farms, Rowed to 
Beverly Shore to Attend Church at Salem 


Back in the days when the pictures- 
que Beverly shore was dotted with 
farms, in the days before the railroad 
had reached beyond Beverly on the 
Gloucester branch, Daniel Neville, set- 
tled on Misery, now called by perhaps 
the more fashionable name of Mys- 
tery island off the Farms shore, the 
first Catholic to settle in that section 
of the city. 

The fact was brought out by the re- 
cent twenty-fifth anniversary observ- 
ance of St. Margaret’s church at Bev- 
erly Farms. Born in Ireland, Daniel 
Neville, a sturdy son of Erin took his 
young wife and sailed for America 
in 1830. His ship was wrecked, put 
back and then started again, it taking 
three months for the sailing vessel 
to cross the Atlantic and then owing 
to mishaps the passengers were land- 
ed at Halifax instead of Boston. 

Neville spent a few months in Hali- 
fax but thought that he preferred the 
states and went to Boston in 1821 
where he soon entered business. In 
those days most of the ships carried 
ballast of rocks and it was this busi- 
ness that Neville took up. He was 
successful at it and in time acquired 
three schooners which he used in the 


business. Sailing vessels would come 
from Europe, find little cargo to take 
back and so had to take ballast. Ne- 
ville developed a profitable business in 
this line. Boston then took up paving 
its streets with cobblestones and the 
Neville fleet brought thousands of 
loads of stone from Maine to Boston. 
On those trips the Neville schoon- 
ers were wont to drop anchor off 
Misery island, off the Beverly Farms 
shore and Capt. Neville, who often 
went ashore there, grew to love it and, 
back in 1846, purchasing both Big and 
Little Misery islands from the Dodge 
family of Wenham for $4,000. To- 
day hardly a piece of land large 
enough for an ordinary dwelling 
house could be purchased on fashion- 
able Mystery island for that sum. 
Capt. Neville still continued in the 
ballast business and finally retired 
from the sea and took up farming at 
the island. He attended church at 
Salem, rowing ashore with his family 
to the Beverly Farms shore and from 
there going to Salem. He was the 
first Catholic to settle in that section 
and lived to the ripe old age of eighty- 
five. The island properties descended 
to his children and were both sold

The Evolution of a Town 


The Little Municipality of Wenham, Made a “Town Beautiful’’ 


By MARY HERROD NORTHEND 


F YOU had visited Wenham, Mass., twenty years ago 
you would have seen shabby, unkempt streets, gar- 
den plots neglected and a general air of indifference to im- 
proved surroundings. ‘The houses were well built and 
kept in repair, but there the people’s interest ended. What 
eared they save for comfortable homes, plenty to eat and 
a kitchen garden? 
Twenty energetic women started a movement to 
improve the village, meeting in the president’s house one 
night in the month of March, 1893. They decided that if 


the work was to be done they must do it themselves and 


they started. Their object, they stated, was “to make 
more attractive the town of Wenham and to preserve its 
natural beauties.” ‘The charter members numbered twen- 


ty, each member paying her annual subscription of fifty 


Arbor day of that year started the work which 
has never ceased since. ‘I'rees of the chestnut, maple and 
evergreen varieties were secured. The support of the 
men was then reluctantly obtained. They declared that 
it was a foolish movement, and that the result would be 
detrimental to adjoining lands, by reason of the roots 
of the trees drawing nourishment from enriched land. 

Deep, wide holes were dug in straight lines along the 
main road. Into each hole the proper earth for each 
tree was placed. Then the roots were carefully untangled 
and laid out, after which the hole was filled in and the 
work commenced. Many of these trees died afterward, 
but were quickly replaced by others. The result is that 
Wenham today has a fine avenue of thrifty trees, all in 
flourishing condition. 

Along the sides of the rows of trees were ancestral 
burdock that have maintained the right to exist for cen- 
turies. No one has disturbed their growth and they had 
spread and covered the sidewalk in every direction. This 
would never do. It took time and patience to remove 
them. They were replaced by gravel walks, edged with 
grass or stone. The walks were not narrow and insigni- 
ficant, but broad and generous. 

Members of the improvement society grew with the 
success of the work until today the society has increased 
to one hundred. Children grew interested in the good 
cause; fathers’ sons realized what it meant and were 
only too willing to help. Front lawns that had previously 
gone unmowed all summer were now smooth and velvety 
in appearance. Small gardens grew in spots and flowers 
replaced weeds in the grounds of yesterday. 

The next move was to remove the tent caterpillars 
which had become a menace to the trees and shrubbery. 
Tt was a long, hard fight and most discouraging, but was 
finally conquered. ‘There is no trace of their devastation 
along the streets of today.

The next move was to remove the tent caterpillars 
that the villagers should better understand, two lec- 
tures were given the first year. They were by prominent 
men who had given their life to the work. ‘The subjects 
related to trees and their worth and the general need of 
improvement. It sank deep and at the end of the first 
year, the energetic little women felt they had conquered 
prejudice and that they would in the end accomplish what 
they had set out to do. For the town has awakened to 
the fact that it was an improvement needed and shared 
the expense with the society. 

The second year the work progressed and the street 
corners and intersections of the road were attacked. Many 
of these were weed-grown and many were dumping places 
for trash to a limited degree. ‘The spots one by one were 
dug over, filled with good loam, grass seed planted, and 
in many cases, shrubs set out. The work was all done 
voluntarily by different members of the society and their 
families. ‘he men were glad to help out; some volun- 
teered to give the equivalent of three days’ work, others, 
a team of oxen. Others lent financial aid. 

When the intersections were finished, they were not 
neglected, but were kept carefully mown and watered, 
so that today it is a delight to meet them at every turn. 

Rubbish heaps were perhaps the hardest to annihilate. 
They had been used for dumping purposes through gen- 
erations and why not now? ‘The fight was long, but it 
was also won, and now ash barrels contain what was once 
dumped in certain parts of the town designated for the 
purpose. 

The Town hall and school house showed great lack 
of care, the grounds being filled with ashes dumped there 
during the winter, It took a great deal of time to dig 
through so much rubbish but it was eventually done, 
and the green today with its shrubbery is most attractive. 
Naturally, much paper was flying abut the streets, mak- 
ing them so untidy that men were hired to cart it off. 

Hiring men to do so much work was expensive, and 
the problem of reducing labor was solved by the pur- 
chase of many barrels, in which the waste was collected 
at various points. ‘hen came down unsightly signs which 
were inaccurately printed. Who does not remember 
finding signs on their ‘‘journey’s end” which heralded 
their destination a mile farther on. Designs for new 
signs were submitted for they wished them artistic and 
attractive. ‘Today one finds at every turn picturesque 
white signs, with their distinct black lettering and the 
correct number of miles. 

The dingy street lamps were hiding their faces in 
shame at the modern day improvements. ‘They had not 
felt so before. They too came in for improvement, and

new posts and better lighting was given. These lights 
were replaced several years afterwards by up-to-date 
ones that are an ornament to the town. 

The school gardens for many years have flourished, 
the amount of work done being governed by the teacher 
in charge. During school months they are generally in 
a flourishing condition, but during the long vacations are 
apt to fail, not of neglect, but because the children’s in- 
terest is diverted from school activities. 

The children in turn have home gardens. Many 
times one finds, the children’s garden plot carefully tended 
and filled with not only blossoming plants, but healthy 
vegetables as well. 


Manual training for the boys and sewing for the 
girls have been introduced through this society and 
has resulted in doing much good. Many a lad through 
this work has laid a good foundation for later years and 
shows what can be done if one is willing to try. 

The good to the streets is not the only benefit that 
has resulted from continuous action. It has brought about 
a good fellowship, an interest in a common cause that 
has debarred politics, and religion, all meeting on com- 
mon grounds. ‘he Wenham of olden days and that of to- 
day show what has been done to develop an ordinary 
village to one with the sentiment of improvement that is 
sweeping over the land today. 


Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven 


Dogtown Commons and the Whale’s Jaw 
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3 WHALE’S: JAW 
OGTOWN COMMONS are best seen on a_ stormy 
day when the clouds hang low. Upon a sunny day 
the place is beautiful to be sure; it is beauty sleeping. 
But when the winds blow and the clouds roll up over- 
head then every rock awakes from slumber, the silent trees 
begin to bend and rustle, the lazy mild-eyed cattle become 
animated and wild and toss their heads in defiance to the 
breezes; in short the whole place pulsates with life. 

It is a wild place, this Dogtown and at times very 
desolate, but the very wildness and solitude only add to 
its beauty. An acrea of 10 or 12 square miles of—mostly 
rocks, its only use is as a grazing ground for cattle and 
even the grass is scanity. But when God creates a place 
of little use to man’s material well-being, how often He 
endows that place with such beauty that it stirs the soul. 
There is no loss without some gain and although the ages 
of man will probably never find a very practical use for 
Dogtown, still in the hundreds of years to come how many 
footsteps will cross the moor, how many souls will thank 
God for making here a place so wild, so materially use- 
Jess that man should find it impracticable to spoil its 
wealth. 

No other place in America is like Dogtown and only 
one place in the world closely resembles it, this the Stone- 
henge of England. Dogtown Commons are, in fact, called 
the “Stonehenge of America.” The Stonehenge of Eng- 
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land was the creation of a strange tribe of religious fana- 
tics who wished to worship their strange gods in their 
curious temples. The “Stonehenge of America” was 
created when the ice sheet of thousands of centuries ago 
melted, thus its creation is purely accidental, as it were, 
but the rocks left here by that ice sheet are pillars of a 
temple such as man will never build to worship in, the pil- 
lars of a temple in which one feels no restrictions. 
There are several roads and paths to the commons. 
If one is to start from Gloucester perhaps the shortest 
way is to take an Annisquam car and go to Gee avenue 
in Riverdale, which will lead directly onto the commons. 
From Annisquam there is a path leading from Goose 
Cove. One may also follow the line of the Boston and 
Maine R. R. tracks from the Gloucester station to a point 
below the stone bridge from which the commons are easily 
accessable. Or, if one wishes to enjoy a walk through 
the woods, there are two pathways from Rockport which 
are very pleasant. One begins at “Squam” Hill and is fol- 
lowed for about two miles and a half, keeping always to 
the left. This path enters Dogtown near Whale’s Jaw. 
The other path commences on the hill back of the rail- 
road station. This is a very beautiful route to follow in 
that it brings us near Poole’s Hill, the highest point on 
Cape Ann, from which on a clear day it is possible for 
one to see from the coast of Maine to the shore south of 
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- Boston. The one objection to following this route is 
that the hillside is so beautiful that one is tempted to 
abandon the trip to the commons and enjoy the beauties 
‘of nature here which are no less. 
Entering Dogtown by way of Gee avenue we pass 
through a country lane and by an old farmhouse, at the 
edge of beautiful little duck ponds and cranberry bogs 
until suddenly a hill sprinkled with boulders looms up 
in front of us. Sprinkled is tht proper word to use, be- 
cause the moor looks like nothing so much as it looks like 
a place which has been visited by a terrific cloud-burst 
5 when rocks of all sizes took the place of rain. 
4 Soon after entering the commons we come upon the 
cellars of houses built here in Revolutionary times. Why 
_ people should care to live in a place where it is almost im- 
possible to plant gardens, and from which markets are at 
an inconvenient distance, we cannot at first understand. 
_ We are told that some of the settlers at Gloucester and 
at Sandy Bay (now Rockport), were frightened lest they 
should become victims of British man-of-war and mi- 
| grated to Dogtown where they would be out of reach of 
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the guns. The road over which we are walking was the 
road which leads from Rockport to Dogtown and thence 
to Riverdale. The houses built at that time stood many 
of them until as late as 1830, but so inconveniently located

Away to the left is the Whale’s Jaw. This rock is 
so named because it is formed like the jaw of a whale. 
It is about twenty-five feet high and weights probably 
several hundred tons. The common opinion is that a 
bolt of lightning split the rock, causing its unusual shape. 

From here we get a very good general view of the 
commons stretching away toward Gloucester some four 
miles distant. In the bigness of the place is reflected the 
greatness of God.

Canal ought not to blind the American people to the re- 
sponsibilities which this republic owes to the people of 


Tur APPROACHING COMPLETION of the 


Columbia. That spicy little republic has not forgiven 
the strategic Roosevelt and “his” republic. Columbia suf- 
fered a great monetary loss, the Isthmus and the income, 
amounting to a quarter of a million dollars each year from 
the Panama railroad. There is no doubt that the Isthmus 
is more effectively owned by the United States.and that 
its possession is indispensible to the country. Without 
such possession the construction of the canal would be 
impossible. But that does not relieve our republic of its 
just obligation to Columbia. The caustie criticism which 
is being hurled at us throughout the Latin states of the 
South America is not gratifying to American travelers, 
salesmen and investors. The surrender of the Canal Zone 
is unthinkable, but a reasonable indemnity to Columbia 
is not only just, but would be a diplomatic action, worthy 
of the ideals of America. ‘The people of Columbia are 
judging us by the Roosevelt cold-blooded assertion, “I 
took the Isthmus.” America “took” Mexica. Amercia 
“took” the Canal Zone. Nations as well as individuals 
have honorable positions to maintain. We may w ell ex- 
amine the beam in our own eye before we thrust out the 
mote in our neighboring nation’s eye. The laws of 
ethics do not exempt nations! 


Russra Has Taken Drastic Action, forbidding the 
Baptists of the empire the right to worship. Residents 
of the North Shore will recall the visit three years ago 
of Baron Uxskull as a guest of the Misses Colby at Bev- 
erly Farms. The Baron in public addresses complained 
of the uncompromising tyranny of the government. The 
quarrel of the government seems petty to Americans, 
but it cannot be wondered at. ‘The success of Baptist 
propaganda would mean the dissolution of the established 
church and greater liberty of thought and action. The 
fundamental “proposition upon which the American repub- 
lic is established is the tenet of the Baptist body in Rus- 
sia that is opposed, that is, the independence of the church 
and state and the right of every individual to worship 
according to the dictates of his own conscience. Russia 
has lost ground in this persecution. America has proven 
that a government, controlled and governed independent 
of ecclesiastical authority is possible and is the only true 
basis of government. 


Tue Srruation tn Mexico is still embarrassing, but 
another week will clear the air and in the interests of 
neace. What an opportunity the “jingos” have had dur- 
ing the last year! But the cautious, peaceful attitude of 
our country to the republic to the south indicates beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that progress is being ade by 
the great peace party. We do not want war and it can 
be avoided and will be. The strange, perhaps erratic ac- 
tivities of our consul, have been disvleasing and have 
added to the burden of our state department. 


Tuy Express CoMpANIEs are not making progress 
rapidly. ‘The “melons” that have been cut have made 
the public jealous of their contributions to the monopoly. 
California has been making the Wells-Fargo Company 
trouble. The railroad commission after a careful investi- 
gation of the financial owning and earnings of the com- 
pany discovered that it had earned in a vear 136 per cent. 
on its invested capital. $842,097 had earned $613,233. 
The commission declared the company was a parasite on 
the railroads and ordered a reduction that will mean a 
loss of $75,000 in revenue to the company and a corres- 
ponding gain for the public per year. The importance 
of this order is small in its real significance compared 
with the suggested hint that the railroad may well con- 
sider the express carriage as a possible means of increas- 
ing its earnings. It is evident that at last the business 
men of the country are to be freed. The parcel post 
system and his decision of the California Commission are 
certain to usher in better days. 


30y Lire 1s A Stupy. To understand all of the 
ambitions and the spirit of fun that can permeate a 
group of lads it is necessary to play and to live with 
them. Boys grow by social contact with one another. For 
this reason boys who have met the hard struggles for po- 
sition in boydom in the public school are prepared for 
work in life more fully than the lads that have been- 
fondled, restrained and humored by over interested par- 
ents.

Sunpay’s Auto ACCIDENTS 

Miss Katherine Gallagher of Lynn, 
operating a big seven-seat touring car 
owned by Bernard Gallagher Sunday 
afternoon couldn’t handle the car as it 
rounded the corner of Washington 
and Union streets, near the residence 
of Hollis L. Roberts and swung onto 
the sidewalk. Before landing into the 
road again the car struck one of the 
dead-end standards of the Gamewell 
fire alarm system (not a box) and 
smashed it off clean as a whistle. It 
did no damage to the car whatever, 
except to bend the mud-guard slight- 
ly The smashing of the standard re- 
sulted in sounding a single blast of the 
fire whistle, and off and on after that 
while the wires were being fixed the 
whistle sounded:

The popularity of Singing Beach this 
summer is attested by the motors 
which one may find there any morning. 
especially on Sunday. Last Sunday 
about noon there were 54 cars lined 
along the street and 322 peple were 
accommodated at the town bath 
houses alone, to say nothing of the 
scores of private bath houses along the 
beach. 

Another near drowning accident 
was narrowly averted Wednesday at 
Singing Beach, thanks to the quick 
work of several young men, together 
with Caretaker Arthur U. McCor- 
mack. Miss Eva Boome of Lawrence, 
an employee at the Masconomo, went 
in bathing about 4 o’clock with others. 
The surf was fairly high and it is sup- 
posed the young woman was knocked 
over. At any rate she went under, 
Edward Coughlin of Boston, also em- 
ployed at the hotel was the first to 
note Miss Boome’s predicament. He 
rescued her together with Arthur Mc- 
Cormack, Lawrence Moore, George 
Brennan and Joseph Coogan. Dr. 
Blaisdell was summoned by telephone 
from the Masconomo and did what he 
could for the young woman, though 
the rescuing party had given the first 
aid before his arrival. 

This accident again calls attention 
to the urgent need of a telephone at 
the beach. Several complaints have 
been ade to the authorities, and the 
Isreeze has been asked by several who 
frequent the beach, including one of 
the sunmer residents, to point to the 
need of this improvement as a pre- 
caution. It was necessary for a run- 
ner to go to the Masconomo in order 
to telephone for a doctor, and at least 
ten minutes was lost thereby. Then, 
there is nothing at the beach in the line 
of blankets, or anything of this sort 
for an emergency. Nobody knows 
how soon it will be one of our imme- 
diate friends, a brother or sister, who 
will be the central figure in an emer- 
gency of this sort. The cost is slight,

tion thereto; to determine what portion

New PLAnts DISCOVERED IN STUDY 
oF GrAzING LANDS 


In making a study of grazing lands 
on the national forests, 125 entirely 
new species of plants have been dis- 
covered by the government’s experts, 
and will be named and classified by 
the botanists of the department of ag- 
riculture. 

Their discovery came about through 
the collection of same 9,000 different 
plant specimens, with notes as_ to 
their habits of growth and forage val- 
ue. This work is part of a compre- 
hensive plan to determine the graz- 
ing value of every acre of national 
forest land, in which the capacity: of 
the soil to grow certain forage crops 
is to be determined and an effort made 
to decide for which class of stock- 
—sheep, cattle, or goats—the range 
is best suited. 

The men who have made the stud- 
ies have combined the qualities of 
practical stockmen and trained botan- 
ists. ‘They divided the areas into such 
small subdivisions that maps _ have 
been prepared which show exactly the 
kinds of feed which grow on each acre, 
and the time of year it is ready for 
grazing. ‘he maps also show the 
stock’s water supply and indicate the 
kind of stock best suited to the area. 

The investigation also showed the 
examiners many areas covered with 
flourishing plants which apparently 
should furnish excellent grazing, but 
which were not of a character relish- 
ed by stock; these areas, therefore, 
had little or no stock-carrying capa- 
city. 

As a result of the study, the forest 
service announces that it will be in a 
position to perfect its system of 
grazing management to bring about 
still better conditions for both stock 
and range.

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Myopia, the Original Country Club 


By GEORGE BABBITT (in Sunday Herald) 


HE, recent appearance of Frederick H. Prince, banker 
and broker of Boston, with his two sons, on the 


_ polo field down at Narragensett Pier, the three members 
of the family comprising three-fourths of one of the 


“teams in the brilliant matches, awakens pleasant recollect- 
ions of the earlier days of this and other popular out- 
door sports in and around Boston. Mr. Prince is in his 
fifties, I believe, but he still retains a remarkably good 


seat in the saddle on the polo and hunting fields, both 


here and abroad, and his career as a sportsman covers 
the history of both these sports, as followed in this vicin- 
ity. Both hunting and polo were introduced here under 
the auspices of the original Myopia club which was started 
in Winchester in 1879. Mr. Prince is credited with 


_ having first suggested hunting at Winchester, having pre- 


viously followed the hounds at Newport thirty years ago 
The Myopia, as is generally known, took its 
odd name from the circumstance'that most of its founders, 
including four members of the Prince family, were myopic, 
or near-sighted. Eyeglases were the club’s original badge. 
The original nucleus of the organization was baseball, 
but it soon enlarged its sphere of activity and in due time 
became the centre and inspiration of cross-country rid- 
ing, hunting and polo, as well as of coaching, gymkhana 
gaves, tennis and golf. In point of fact to the Myopia, 
as it was originally organized and constituted, belongs the 
distinction of being the original country club in this sect- 
ion of the country. The Country club of Brookline grew 


out of it, the vogue of Myopia’s sports and festivities hav- 
ing inspired a widespread desire for a similar organiza- 
tion nearer Boston. The Myopia was absorbed by the 
Country club in 1883, but later on it renewed its inde- 
pendent existence in Hamilton, where it still flourishes 
in comfortable and commodious quarters, surrounded by 
ample grounds for the club’s sports. Today country clubs 
modelled on the original Myopia pattern are numbered 
by scores. Few populous localities are without them. It 
was Myopia that pointed the way and set the pace under 
its pink and canary colors. 

A handsome volume, privately printed, by the late 
Marshall K. Abbott an old Myopian, records in merry 
vein the early history of Myopia. It includes colored 
lithographs of former masters of the hunt in full regalia 
and other representative sportsmen. This book reveals 
some of the early rites and ceremonies of that organiza- 
tion, including a description of the after-dinner proces- 
sions through the clubhouse, headed by a big tin bath- 
tub for a bass drum. ‘The musical instruments were of a 
somewhat primitive order, but they were sonorously ef- 
fective. A distinguished Englishman, who was gorgeous- 
ly entertained at dinner by the club, was accorded the 
honor of a Myopia landslide, which he was confidentially 
assured was the greatest compliment that could be paid 
to a visiting guest. This slide was produced by lifting 


one end of the dinner table aloft and causing all the viands, 


dishes and other dining table paraphernalia to slide in a

heap on the floor at'the other end. As the table was long 
and su:rptuously laden the resulting smash was an extensive 
as it was expensive. The distinguished Englishman, who 
was recording his American experiences made solemn 
note of this performance as one of the curious features of 
club life in America. Not all of the post-prandial cere- 
monies of Myopia were of this noisy kind. They were 
usually of a mildly decorous order, but they were never 
allowed to be solemn or deadly dull. In this volume of 
Mr. Abbott’s the celebrated anecdote concerning the 
meaning and significance of the name of Myopia is record- 


ed and duly vouched for as authentic. Some New York 
gentlemen, coming on here to attend the Myopia races, 
took a carriage of Jimmie Ormond. On the drive out to 
the race track one of the cosmopolitan New Yorkers asked 
the driver what Myopia meant. 

“It is a name derived from the Greek word myops, 
word signifying near-sightedness,”’ replied the erudite 
3oston hackman. 

“Here, driver, you get inside the carriage and I'll get 
on the box and drive!” exclaimed the astonished Gotham 
man. 


Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven 


Pleasant Walks From Dogtown Commons

ROM Whale’s Jaw a path leads in a north-westerly 

direction through beautiful woods of pine, maple 

and oaks to Annisquam. As we near the village quaint 
old houses are on the outskirts. 

Goose Cove at the edge of the commons is a very 
beautiful spot. ‘The hills slope to the edge of the cove 
and are mirrored in its waters. A winding lane follows 
along the northerly edge and will bring one to Annis- 
quam if followed; Or one can follow a wood path which 
leads-off this path through a grove of magnificent pines, at 
the edge of a woodland valley, peaceful and quiet, and 
can enter the village of Annisquam at the head of Lob- 
ster Cove. 

From here a short walk brings us to the Granite 
works at Bay. View. A roadway leads from this point 
to the Dennison farm, a place which has not yet lost. its 
colonial aspect. ‘The old house was built in 1790, 1s one 
of those long-sloping roofed, low-studded dwellings, such 
as history books picture. Ewen the old well sweep has 
been retained. It is a charming spot, away from the hurly- 
burly..a bit of the 18th century still living in the 2oth. 

WA few years ago the woods which surrounded the 
little farm were cut off, but not all of the beauty was 
destroyed and it is still possible to walk through the 
woods and enjoy the shade and quiet.

Fifteen minutes’ walk brings us to the path which 
leads from Squam Hill to Dogtown. We will follow it 
until we come to a path a short distance below three 
houses nestled in the wood. This leads to the top of 
Poole’s Hill the highest point on Cape Ann. Away to 
the north is the coast of New Hampshire and Maine. To 
the west is Dogtown over which we have lately journeyed. 
3elow us to the east is the little town of Rockport with 
its white painted dwellings and away to the south is the 
shore near Boston. Cape Ann does not look to be a place 
of as large an area as we had thought, but what a variety 
of beauty has been placed here. 

Another pleasant walk near Dogtown is one which 
commences at the target rock and leads in‘a southerly di- 
rection to the railroad track. The ‘old Rockport road” 
so called is here and the walk is no less beautiful than 
the many others which we have enjoyed together. A 
rutted lane through quiet woods it is well worth investi- 
gating. It is useless to attempt to describe it, one must 
see the place to fully appreciate. A half hour’s walk 
brings us to the main road from which we may take a car 
home. 

There are many other woodland paths near Dogtown 
which one would best appreciate to discover for himself. 
In whatever direction we walk from Dogtown, there is 
beauty.

that will pay him best to raise on his farm he reports to 
the owner of the land in terms of crops. He tells one 
man to pull up his peach trees and plant onions. Another 
he advises to plant a peach orchard, or an apple orchard, 
as where the peach will grow the apple may be raised, 
and vice versa, with reservations on account of the early 
or late visitations of frost. He tells another man that his 
best prospect is hay, and yet another that he should go 
into the small fruits business. 

But the expert reads the soil in terms of geologic 
history. As the coarse grains of a peculiar kind of gravel 
slips gritily through his fingers his imagination goes back- 
ward well into the abysm of time and he notes the giant, 
pre-historic ice-field grind its way across the area of New 
England, wearing itself away as it progressed, and de- 
positing here and there some of the earth it had scraped 
off of some opposing ridge or mountain somewhere along 
its century-paced route from the north. He sees it 
stealthily come upon a low hill, push against it, rear itself 
up its sloping side, creep over its crest, carrying along with 
it all of the loose soil and a good part of the rocky sub- 
stance of the hill, to be doled out to other areas, here 
filling a depression, there leaving a pocket of earth that 
may have become loosened by the warmer sun’s rays, and 
again leaving behind some stubborn ledge a quantity of 
sand, gravel and debris. 

The expert knows that all soils are formed by three 
major processes: Disintegration of the foundation rocks ; 
the action of the waters of the rivers and streams, and 
the action of the winds that take land from one area and 
deposit it miles, and scores of miles from its source. These 
three processes are in operation all the time, now as well 
as when the land had no human inhabitants. The action 
of the ice-fields and the volcanos was for the most part 
prehistoric, and has practically ceased, so far as New Eng- 
land is concerned. But the ice fields and the other pro- 
cesses have provided New England with a great variety 
of soils. In Rhode Island the government experts list 
eleven kinds of soil. In Plymouth county, Massachusetts, 
they found sixteen varieties. In the Nashua area, New 
Hampshire, they are eight. The Vergennes area, in Ver- 
mont and New York, has nine. ‘The Orono, Maine, reg- 
ion has eight kinds of soil, all of glacial origin, while the 
Caribou region in the same state has eleven. Merrimack 
county, New Hampshire, has seven, all also of glacial 
origin, and all derived from granite. In the Connecticut 
Valley one would imagine there would be but one or two 
varieties of soil. In the lower portion there are nine. 

I have been at the pains to call attention to the great 
variety of soil prevailing in all sections of New England 
in order that the great diversity of possible crops may be 
realized, and to draw attention to the manifest fact that 
the New England farmer must know just what sort of 
Because Jones, whose farm lies 
on the slope from the valley to the hills, is able to make 
money from his apple or peach orchards it does not fol- 
low that Smith, whose farm may be in the valley, or 
under the shelter of a sturdy ledge of rocks, or on the 
exposed hill crest, may safely invest his money in peaches 
or apples. Perhaps one farm is composed of soil brought 
by glaciers from the granite regions of New Hampshire, 
while its neighbor is chiefly composed of erosions from 


the underlying limestone. ‘he owners of these two farms 
must pursue different policies, and cultivate different 
crops, 1f they hope to be prosperous. This wide diversity 
of soils in New England explains in part the ill-suecess 
of a proportion of the New Engalnd tarmers, as well as 
promises much to the enterprising farmers of the present 
and the future. There is no typical New England soil, 
as there are typical soils in the Western states, and in all 
of the prairie sections. In Oregon, for example, a farmer 
may adopt the policy and methods of the man who has 
been successtul, barring peculiarities that are apparent and 
well-defined. In New England it is extremely hazardous 
to attempt to rely upon the experience of the next neigh- 
bor. | 

The New England soils are, most of them, good me- 
diums for fertilization.. They have the minerals, except . 
where lime is needed, and are thus fitted for the reception | 
and assimilation of the humus. ‘The condition in New 
England is the reverse of the condition in much of the. 
West. There the mineral fundamentals are lacking and_ 
there is an excess of humus. ‘The soil of Texas, for ex- 
ample, has an almost bottomless deposit of humus, but 
lacks in mineral. Certain crops grow luxuriously there, 
and certain others cannot be assimilated. ; 

Once | was travelling about New England with a soil: 
expert from the Department 6f: Agriculture at Washing- 
ton, and after several days looking about, and after the 
expert had spent several weeks going about in New Eng- 
land, I asked him how much more the land under cultiva- 
tion in New England could be made to yield, without go- 
ing to the extreme of intensive cultivation, and he said,. 
“Ten hundred per cent.’ I gasped. I looked my doubt. 
“Yes,” he said, “I mean it. Ten hundred per cent. ‘This’ 
result could only be attained, however, by the use of the 
very best knowledge and methods. It cannot be hoped’ 
for, here nor elsewhere, from this generation of farmers. 
But how easy it would be to add a hundred per cent. ‘to 
the productiveness of the New England farms! To double 
the yield of the total area under the plow.” 

The facts about the value and productiveness of New 
England land are easily established. The census has shown 
us that New England improved land can be bought for one- 
quarter the cost of improved land in the Middle West 
and that it will produce one-third more. We are told: 
of the total product of Illinois, for example, and asked 
to compare it with the product of New England, and 
are not invited to remember that Illinois has about four 
times the improved area of all New England. New Eng- 
land raises five times as much fruit per acre as Illinois,’ 
seven times the value in vegetables, 17 per cent. more 
stock per acre, and about 20 per cent. more value in cer-. 
tain other crops per acre. 

New England land is valuable for a great variety 
of crops, but for fruit it surpasses any other section of. 
the country, because it is composed of the proper chemi- 
cals and because the climate is favorable for. the trees: 
and the fruit. ‘To give the scientific reasons for the su- 
premacy of New England as a fruit-producing region 
would necessitate a book. It is a fact that New England: 
raises better apples than other regions; excepting only’ 
a portion of New York, a small portion of Pennsylvania, 
some of Delaware and a little section of Virginia. The 
chemical composition of our hillsides gives us the New 
England apples that have the best flavor of any apples 
in the world. 2

A high standard of quality is consistently maintained 
in all the wares for sale. They are all made during the 
winter, and the makers have been paid fair and honest 
wages for work that is more than honest. Not only 
are all kinds of basketry in the most durable and charming 
designs for sale, but many of the articles are of a sur- 


prising ingenuity. ‘There are many quaint patterns among 
the needlework in applique. ‘There are toys, too,—hand- 
some painted hobby-horses that will delight the heart of 
any by, even the heart of the crippled maker who could 
himself never enjoy it.

Tue ANNOUNCEMENT of the candidacy of Augustus 
Peabody Gardner for the governship of Massachusetts 
came like a bolt from the blue. But it was a good bolt. 
It clears the air. It is easily seen that Lt.-Gov. Walsh 
may well have felt certain of a good running chance as 
the conditions existed previous to Mr. Gardner’s an- 
nouncement. But the republican party always has shown 
marvelous recuperative power and with a strong candi- 
date who has remained regular and yet maintained a pro- 
gressive policy as Gardner, the situation is for from bright 
for the democrats or dark for the old-line republicans. 
That Captain Gardner can win the republican nomination 
is reasonably certain. As to the election, that is another 
problem. With Foss defeated in an effort to obtain the 
regular democratic and regular republican nomination and 
running independently and for “another cup of coffee” 
his opportunity for success is much less than had Captain 
Gardner kept out of the fight. The progressives must still 
be considered and doubtless will draw many from the re- 
publican ranks, but so will Foss draw from the demo- 
cratic ranks. It is reasonably certain to result in a three- 
cornered fight,—Foss, Walsh and Gardner. This district, 
always a republican stronghold, will rally to Gardner’s 
support. In the event of his success the district will, how- 
ever, lose a valuable and efficient representative in Congress. 
His self-sacrificing intelligent activities there with the 
progressive republican spirit entitles him to the newer 
honor. Congressman Gardner is a great campaigner and 
will give the contestants a hard fight. Essex county repub- 
licans welcome the announcement and will rally to his sup- 
port. 


Our Law Courts are still unsatisfactorily organized, 
for the republic is still young. With only four hundred 
years behind us marvelous progress has been made, but 
the future is still open. The present methods of placing 
the adjustment of the penalty in the hands of the court 
or individual finding the facts is becoming more and more 
impossible.

The judge and court should be left free to determine the 
facts unembarrassed by the second question of the re- 
sultant penalty. The penalty ought not to color the facts.

THE PRESIDENT of the United States should be com-_ 
mended for his cautious and well-ordered activities in the 
Mexican difficulties. The situation is far from pleasant 
and it appears a pity that the administration found it 
necessary to make a change in the embassy. No other 
course was open. The republic may well be grateful that 
Wilson and not Roosevelt has the matter in hand. As 
the president is the Commander--in-Chief of the army, 
who knows what Roosevelt would have done, over night! 
We are proceeding under the direction of a man of peace. 
It is far better for the peace of the two nations that all 
actions are deliberately and carefully made. In refusing 
to recognize the Huerta administration and demanding 
an election President Wilson is proceeding along the lines 
that the principles of republican’ government demand. 
From the American side the refusal of Huerta to submit 
his governmental actions to the will of the people smacks 
of the autocratic. President Wilson has chosen the wise 
course in sending Mr. Lind as his personal representative 
to investigate conditions and report to the Executive. The 
era of peace is with us and any other method of dealing 
with the Mexican situation will not be tolerated by the 
Amercian nation. 


Ir 1s UNForTUNATE that the state of New Hamp- 
shire should resist the well-intentioned and intelligent act- 
ivities of the national government in protecting the forest 
lands and the sources of water power. ‘The appeal to 
state rights is un-republican. All government is establish- 
ed by the concessions of individuals for the good of so- 
ciety. No one state has the right to wastefully mismanage 
any of its privileges so as to limit the natural vested 
rights of the entire nation. If New Hampshire is not 
careful it will find itself robbed of these sources of wealth 
that belong to the people. That state may well be cautious 
in antagonizing the national government in its established 
policy. 


A STEADY CHANGE in the population inevitably means 
new projects strange to old New England towns.

TAX RATE $8.80 


MANCHESTER Has ONE oF LOWEST IN 
THE STATE 

The Manchester Board of Asses- 
sors—Fred K. Swett, Walter R, Bell 
and Frank G. Cheever—yesterday an- 
nounced the rate of taxation as $8.80. 
This is one of the lowest, if not the 
lowest of any town or city in the state. 
It is but 30 cents higher than last 
year. Everybody thought it would be 
near the $10 rate, but the figures fi- 
nally complied left a rate but little in 
excess of IgI2. 

The town voted to raise $148,000 
this year, which is nearly $10,000 
more than a year ago. ‘The average 
increase in valuation, however, left a 
figure such that only a little increase 
in the rate was needed to meet the 
increased expenditure. The state and 
county tax is this year $23,000 in ex- 
cess.of last year. The town itself is 
spending less than last year. 


The tax is based on the following 
valuations : 

Non-residents: $27,050, personal; 
$2,069,575, buildings; $2,380, 670, 
fand. 

Residents: $8,405,734, personal; 


$2,220,650, buildings ; $1,658,190, land. 

Total : $8,432,784, personal ; $4,2 
225, buildings ; $4,038, 860, land. 

Grand total valuation of °16761,- 
869, less $31,545 exempt. 

Last year the total valuation 
$16,003,839.

SpeciAL MEETING TO CONSIDER SEW- 
ERAGE QUESTION 

It is to be hoped that a large num- 
ber of voters will attend the special 
town meeting next Monday evening 
{o hear and act upon the report of the 
committee which has been considering 
the subject of a sewerage system for 
Manchester for several years. 

This committee has been very tho- 
rough in its work and it is doubtful 
if any subject proposed in the town 
has ever had a more painstaking and 
detailed study. 

For this reason and because of the 
great importance of the matter, the 
report of the committee should be 
carefully studied by the voters, and 
the question approached from the 
point of view of the town’s present 
and future welfare. 

The expense involved, while large, 
is not too much to pay for the better 
sanitary conditions which Manchester 
sadly needs, and which uncared for 
can but some day bring sickness and 
loss. This expense by the method 
proposed by the committee for paying 
for the project will not at all burden 
the tax rate as the payment is distri- 
buted over thirty years. 

The expense to the abuttor and user 
is less than in any city or town in this 
Commonwealth, and would probably 
be not far from the present amount of 
his yearly water rate per annum. 

It is therefore to be desired that a 
full meeting shall be had and the mat- 
ter well discussed and sincerely voted 
upon, remembering that upon which- 
ever side the voter casts his ballot 
equal responsibility as to the town’s 
future health will rest.

J. H. Hammond, Jr., Toys With Air 


Young Scientist Incidentally Solving Problem of Useful Occupation 


LAS! Saturday evening Mr. and Mrs.f 

John Hays Hammond invited a com- 
pany of North Shore residents to listen tof 
a demonstrated lecture by Prof, Georgef 
W. Pierce, M. A., Ph. D., of Harvard Uni-} 
versity on some novel scientific experiments 
at the Hammond radio research laboratory | 
at Lookout Hill, Freshwater Cove, Glou- 
cester. 

Visitors to this section have noticed thef 
two tall, structural towers which rise more§ 
than 300 feet in the air on the eastern endf 
of the Hammond place. ‘These, fitted with} 
antennae, are a part of the laboratory 
equipment of John Hays Hammond, Jr., 
who for the past two years has been busily § 
engaged in scientific investigation along the f 
lines of wireless control of land and seafj 
apparatus including wireless telephony 
Little has been said in reference to this 
work although enough is known to warrant § 
the assertion that most substantial progress 
and accomplishment has been made along 
these lines which will eventually modify 
certain important branches of effort. 

John Hays Hammond, Jr., who is a recent graduate 
of Yale, is evidently a chip of the old block if the amount 
of “action” and dynamic energy in his make-up is a 
basis of comparison. Indeed, if heredity on both sides of

the house counts for anything, and there 
are many who think it does in the human 
as wellas the quadruped, young Ham- 
mond’s activities are his natural birthright. 
His father, John Hays Hammond, is one 
of the century’s big men, and his mother 
is known in two henispheres as a woman 
combining rare culture and refinement with 
marked executive abilities and tact, and 
these qualities have been demonstrated re- 
peatedly in the successful conduct of the 
many large philanthropies which she has di- 
rected to a successful conclusion, the Wo- 
man’s Titantic Memorial fund being the 
latest instance in point. 

Young Hammond is answering a ques- 
tion as to “what we shall do with rich 
men’s sons” by going to work and doing 
something worth while, thereby setting an 
example to the class under fire although, 
truth to tell, rich men’s sons measure up 
remarkably well, all things considered, In 
olden times it used to be the minister’s 
sons. 

So keep your eye on young Hammond and his scien- 
tific work. He is a plugger, working a long day every 
day in the year in the laboratory erected on the place a 
year ago and he is quite likely to put an invention across 
which will be of value to mankind.—Cape Ann Shore.

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Summer Resorts 


of New England 


By GEORGE FRENCH 


Azur everybody, all over this country, knows about 
New Engiand as a summer resort. That business 
brings to New tingland not less than $60,000,000 annually, 
and a great a.nount in addition in collateral benefit. It is 
iu.possible to exaggerate the importance of the business 
as it is, or the possibilities for expansion. For several 
years it has been taking a form that will eventually add 
immensely to the permanent value of all New England, 
and especially of those sections that are known as pri- 
marily resort territory. Instead of coming for the season 
and stopping at a hotel or farmhouse, many people are 
now buying land and building homes, in which they live 
from early in the spring to late in the fall. Many of this 
class come from the West, or the region that we used 
to call the West—more strictly the Middle West. New 
York has sent many people into the mountain regions of 
New England where they have built fine residences and 
improved large areas of land. This movement has two 
phases: The men who buy picturesque locations and build 
new houses, and break in new farm lands, and the men 
who buy old farms, rebuild and add to the houses, and 
improve the land that has for generations been cultivated, 
When the ownership and development drift to New 
England began it was almost wholly with the purpose of 
obtaining pleasant summer homes. ‘The land was neg- 
lected, except for the purpose of raising such fresh vege- 
tables as the transient occupants needed. Now, however, 
the migration’is of quite a different character. The sum- 
mer people have got the farming fever. Almost all of 
them own large farms and work them with more or less 
intelligence and thoroughness. Many of them make money 
on their lands. One of the best farms I have ever seen, 
consisting of nearly 10,000 acres (nine-tenths of it wood- 
land), pays a net profit of better than 10 per cent., the 
owner paying retail prices for everything he has off the 
land, and paying one-third of the salary of the manager. 
on account of look-after the big house and the affairs of 
the owner. All through New Hampshire and Vermont, 
and to a less extent Maine, there are scores of such sum- 
mer-resort places. The city owners have, almost without 
exception, become shrewd farmers. One whom I know 
well gets right down to farm work and management all 
summer. He spends about half of his time on the farm 
and the other half in New York. He has a big farm of 
good land, and he works it to such good effect that he 
inakes a tidy income from it, in addition to having an ideal 
summer hone for his family and an ideal place to entertain 
his friends. 

I know a Washington official who bought his father’s 
small farm a few years ago. He has no money and gets 
but a moderate salary. Yet he has worked the old farm 
for several years and has bought more land. Now he has 
a farm that comes near being a model one, he makes some 
money every year, and every year he makes some im- 
provements. He has got almost to the point at which he 
can resign his official post and live on the farm in plenty 
and comfort and thrift. I know another, a Boston young 
man, working for a moderate salary, who bought his an- 
cestral farm, in Vermont, a few years ago, and has steadily 
improved it, bit by bit, during his vacations, until it is 
now paying for itself as fast as his mortgage calls for 
installments, and it is more than twice as valuable as 
when he took it over. There is a New York editor of mv 
neevaintance who has a fine New Hampshire farm, and 
is counting the years to the time when he can retire to it. 
It will support him in comparative ease and in absolute 


comfort. It has been developed from the resort idea. 
There is a minister in Boston who is one of the leading 
farmers of a far nothern Vermont town, tempted to the 
land through summer vacations spent there. He has two 
ambitions—to save souls in the city and raise the best ap- 
ples in his town. 

This drift of good business men to the country, and 
their disposition to apply business principles to the tilling 
of the land, has operated to spur the indigenous residents. © 
Go all through the summer-resort regions and you will 
find that the local business men—the lawyers of the 
small cities and large towns, the state and municipal offi- 
cials, the doctors and the merchants—are turning to the 
land for avocations, and that they are making good. The 
lawyer who lives in Brattleboro, or Concord, or Rutland, 
or Montpelier, or St. Johnsbury, or Littleton, is getting 
the farm habit, and their farms are found.all about. They 
are always good farms, well tilled, with good buildings, 
and paying good dividends. They will compare favorably, 
so far as substantial results are concerned, with the big 
show places of the financiers from Chicago, New York 
and other big cities. 

This practical phase of the more recent resort develop- 
ment is largely confined to the mountain regions. The 
shore resorts have been developed more generally along 
aesthetic lines. The places there are mostly for pleasure 
and comfort and health, rather than with profit for a 
secondary motive. Yet there are, all the way from Green- 
wich, Conn., to the borders of Blue-Noseland, a succes- 
sion of summer homes, the owners of which contrive, in 
one way and another, to make them profitable. 

It is this practical recognition of the commercial value 
of the land that is making of the resort business in New 
England the very consequential element in the growth of 
the six states I see in the future for New England. It 
appeals to me, in a way, more than the beauties of the 
New England landscapes, the salubrity of its climate, and 
the virtues of its waters. Those things take care of them- 
selves. It is impossible for men to alter them—add to 
them or take away from them. It is possible for man to 
develop the soil, and by so doing to add immensely to the 
attractiveness of New England as a place for summer 
residence. 

There is the more ephemeral features of the summer- 
resort business—the transient phases. A great multitude 
of people go to these resorts each year, for a week or a 
month, or for the season, who have no attachment to the 
soil and no special preference for any particular section. 
They want auiet or gaiety; the want the sea or the 
mountains; the farmhouse or the hotel. They depend 
upon the railroads, the steamship lines, the hotels and 
the keepers of boarding houses. They want good food. 
decent attendance, good transportation | facilities, good 
fishing. good golf or tennis privileges. These things are 
plentifully supplied in New England, better in some 
sections than in others. The most serious lack is moder- 
ate-priced hotels that give good food and attendance. 
For the most part. the small hotels in New England 
would have been good a generation ago. ‘Thev were bet- 
ter then, because they then gave better food. There is 
need of many more small inns that give real country food. 
Most of them now give city restaurant fare. In the very 
center of the New Hampshire resort region there is a big 
cold-storage plant from which the hotels draw their poul- 
try! Who do not the farmers thereabout contract to 
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furnish fresh poultry? They would if the hotel people 
wished to serve fresh poultry. 

_ The great need of the New England resort region 
is more publicity. With the right kind of publicity the 
icome to New England could be doubled. ‘The other 
month I was in Dallas, Texas, and a friend showed me 
a new “addition,” about three miles from the center of the 
city, with a dozen houses nearing completion. It had 
been opened for sale but three weeks previously when 
all the lots were sold within two hours after they were 
offered, and here were a dozen or more houses almost 


ready for occupancy. (‘They can build a good 8 or 9- 
room house there ready for occupancy in three weeks. 
They have no cellars, use no plaster. ‘They use plaster 
board, their heating schemes are simple, and they have 
about all the houses made in the shops that furnish the fit- 
ted finish). Publicity does it for Texas, and can do it 
for New England. The drift to our resorts is steady, 
and is steadily increasing; but it is not increasing fast 
enough. There ought to be organized co-operative pub- 
licity work, in which all the elements that may profit 
should have a part. 


Cape Ann as a Tourist’s Haven

R EFALIZING that only a few weeks of the summer 

vacation are left for summer residents to enjoy, 
I will not attempt lengthy descriptions of the many beau- 
tiful places and pleasant walks, but will merely attempt 
to mark the way. that these places may be easily found. 

Just below Shepherd’s Turnout on the line of the 
Gloucester and Rockport trolleys is a huge rocky hill, a 
climb to the top of which is well worth while. Glouces- 
ter habor and the coast toward Boston can be seen from 
here and in other directions are beautiful woods. 

Descending from this huge pile of rocks and follow- 
ing the main road a short distance toward Rockport one 
comes to a road which leads to Cape Pond, a beautiful 
body of water about a mile long and one half a mile wide 
in its widest part. Not only is the pond itself very beau- 
tiful, but the pine and hemlock groves and the rocky pas- 
tures near the shore of the pond are also well worth see- 
ing. Returning from the pond and going toward Glou- 
cester a short distance, one comes to Joppa road, (Witham 
St.), one of the most beautiful roads on the Cape. This 
leads to the marshes near Long Beach. Many places 
along this road are very attractive and there are paths 
which lead into the woods to secluded nooks. 

Long Beach we have visited before and at the time 
of our previous visit we had determined to visit the 
woods which are but a short distance away. More than 
half way across the beach is a creek which empties into 
the ocean called “Saratog.” From here is a path which 
goes by a cottage set well back on the marsh and enters 
the woods near by. The path through the weeds is about 
a mile long. ‘There are several offshoots, one to the left, 
leading to a pretty brook where was formerly a saw mill 
and one which comes out of the woods not far from 
Turk’s Head Inn at Land’s End, Rockport. The main 


path leaves the woods near what is called ‘‘Beech Plains,” 
wide fields and meadows through which are many pretty 
lanes. There are several paths with the woods again, the 
“Lost Woods path” being perhaps the most attractive. 
One should have a guide to see these paths as some of 
them are hard to follow. A walk across the fields to 
“Bottle of Rum Rock’ (near Beech Grove cemetery), 
brings one to a path which leads to beautiful woods near 
the northern end of Cape Pond, or one can follow the 
road which ends at Overlook farm. 

In the town of Rockport, chief among the beauty 
spots not already visited or mentioned, are the hills on 
either side of the railroad tracks, typical New England 
hillsides, the Mill Pond, off King street and many paths 
in the northern woods, the most beautiful of which is 
called “Doctor’s Run” leading from Granite street to 
one of the larger quarries. 

The Mill Pond is not nearly as beautiful as it was 
some four or five years ago, many of the trees having 
been cut, but it is still beautiful and one can find much 
to please here still. 

Doctor’s Run is one of the most quiet and peaceful 
paths I know of, and although so near the din of the 
quarries one could wish for no place more suited for 
quiet meditation. 

There are paths which go across the Cape to Lanes- 
ville starting from Squam hill, which are also worth fol- 
lowing. 

At Lanesville, Annisquam, Riverdale and West 
Gloucester are also many beautiful spots. In the few 
weeks that remain I will try to call attention briefly to 
many of these. The visits will be hurried, but perhaps 
another summer will bring opportunities to learn. still 
more about the beauties of Cape Ann.

THE REMARKABLE ENTHUSIASM with which the an- 
nouncement of the candidacy of Hon. Augustus Peabody 
Gardner for Governor has been received is unequalled in 


the recent history of the Republican party. The re- 
turn of the present governor to the ranks of the Re- 
publican party and with no other strong candidate in 
the field it seemed inevitable that the fall of 1913, as far 
as the Republican possibilities for recovery of its prestige 
in the State, would present no change in the chaotic con- 
ditions that have only been too evident. The re-election 
of Governor Foss would have been a personal victory with 
an artful and successful politician using the party. It 
would not have tended to unite the party. Colonel Ben- 
ton’s possibilities of election have never been good and 
it is certain that he never could have re-organized the 
party and lead them to a party victory. But Mr. Gard- 
ner’s victory will not mean merely a victory for him as 
an individual, but will result in a Republican victory 
of no mistakable merit. There are issues that Mr. Gard- 
ner must face, but it is certain that he is the logical 
and consequently the strongest candidate that the Re- 
publicans have to select as the carrier of their banner. 
Mr. Gardner has served the district well and honorably. 
The district may well be proud of his record. They can- 
not spare him from their service in Washington, but 
when his call comes for the larger service for their Con- 
gressman’s talents and time the district will rally to his 
support. Mr. Gardner possesses all the advantages of 
his opponents and none of their disadvantages. The 
candidacy of Mr. Foss which seems assured cannot be 
neglected. But the man who has thrice been elected by 
the people of Massachusetts to the Governor’s chair 
cannot be neglected in the political reckonings this fall. 
With Gardner facing Walsh the machine-made candidate 
of the Democratic party it is certain that the Democratic 
party would have no small fight on their hands and that 
Republican Massachusetts would redeem its past by send- 
ing the Republican nominee into the chair. But there is 
Foss! 


THE QUESTION OF WoMEN’s SUFFRAGE will not 
down, but the air does not clear.

WHATEVER THE Merr's of the case against the Gov- 
ernor of New York for impeachment may be it 1s ap- 
parent that he is harming his own cause. The situation 
is unique and chaos reigns. ‘The governor is to blame for 
that reign if he be guiltless of every charge brought 
against him. He is delaying the fair trial of his case. 
He contends that the special session of the Assembly 
has no authority to impeach him and if it had that au- 
thority he claims the right to serve as Governor until 
he has been judged guilty or not guilty of the charges. 
The code of laws however reads: “No officer shall exer- 
cise his office after articles of impeachment against him 
shall have been delivered to the Senate until he is ac- 
quited.” It also reads: “In case of the impeachment of 
the Governor, or his removal from office, death, inability 
to discharge the powers and duties of the said office, 
resignation or absence from the state, the powers and 
duties of the office shall devolve upon the Lieutenant- 
Governor for the residue of the term, or until the dis- 
ability shall cease.” ‘The powers of the Tammany or- 
ganization have returned the attacks that Sulzer made 
upon them and it is unfortunate that they find the 
hands of the Governor soiled with mud. The conditions 
in the state of New York are lamentable. Every student 
of American law and development of the spirit of Repub- 
lican government will await the results with more than 
usual interests. Right will prevail. If the Governor is 
innocent and the charges are unfounded he should above 
all men welcome the investigation. He is constantly sacri- 
ficing the good will of the public by the guerilla warfare 
he is carrying on. Justice cannot be obtained by lawvers’ 
briefs and pugnacious obstinacy. ‘The American people 
will auickly be able to determine the merits of the Govy- 
ernor’s case. His move should be to put his case in its 
best light before an impartial public and a just court. 


Tue Trisute Parp at Southampton, England, to the 
memory of the Pilgrims at the dedication of the monu- 
ment to celebrate the 300th anniversary of their depart- 
ure from that port for America is pleasing to the people 
of the Old Bay State. It is good for nations to dwell 
together in unity and the fact that this departure from the 
old English port to establish a colony in the new land 
is thus celebrated is indicative of the good spirit that 
exists between the people of the mother country and the 
people of the new land. It is a fitting memorial, for it 
marks the beginning of the struggle against old world in- 
fluences that resulted in the establishment of the new 
republic with democratic ideals and the assurance of re- 
ligious liberty. The Pilgrims never knew how “large” 
they had builded, but it remains true that from their 
early settlement the marvellous successes of America be- 
gan.

MANCHESTER SECTION 


_Manchester Votes for Sewerage 


Friday August 22, 1913. 


Plant to be installed at Cost of $225,000 


At one of the most important town 
meetings in its history the town of 
Manchester voted last Monday night 
to install a system of sewerage for 
the town. . The cost of the plant, as 
at present outlined, will be $225,000 
the money to be raised by a bond is- 
sue covering a period of thirty years, 
—retiring $8,000 worth of bonds a 
year. The meeting was very largely 
attended and the vote on all questions 
of the warrant were very decided, in 
fact the vote to raise the $225,000 
which required a twe-thirds majority, 
went unanimously, there being 85 in 
favor and none against. 

It was felt by many previous to the 
meeting that this project which has 
been under consideration, and which 
has been in the hands of a special 
committee for the last two years 
would not pass. The remarks of Ma- 
jor Henry Higginson and Dr. George 
H. Washburn had more influence on 
the voters, it appeared, than any other 
speeches made. 

The meeting was called to order 
at 7.30 by Town Clerk Jewett, who 
read the warrant. Raymond C. Allen 
was chosen moderator. W.H. Hoare, 
Frank Foster and C. M. Dodge were 
appointed tellers. On motion of O. 
T. Roberts the report of the commit- 
tee on sewerage was taken from the 
table. It was voted on motion of E. 
P. Stanley that gentlemen present, 
residents of the town, but not voters, 
be accorded the privilege of the floor. 

W. C. Rust tried to introduce a mo- 
tion that all matters covered in the 
articles of the warrant be referred to 
the annual town meeting in-1914. The 
moderator ruled this motion out of 
order on the ground that any motion 
to refer must be relating to some 
special article in the warrant and not 
to the whole warrant.

30th, at 7.30, when the final details 
as far as the town is concerned, will 
be acted upon.

Can Steer Boats and Torpedoes by Wireless 


John Hays Hammond, Jr., Perfects Plans for Controlling Different Engines of War 


From 


FTER a series of experiments lasting many months, 

John Hays Hammond, Jr., has perfected a mechan- 
ism for operating a torpedo by non-interferable radio im- 
pulses from a land station, which is likely to be adopted 
by the Washington navy officials as the greatest inven- 
tion yet known for coast defence protection, 

“There are different ways of getting at ‘world 
peace,’” says Mr. Hammond. “If you can go to a nation 
and show them an article costing $20,000 that will put 
out of commission a battleship worth $12,000,000, you 
have done something to really discourage huge arma- 
ments.” . 

The perfection of this marvelous wireless torpedo 
device necessitated fifty patents. It costs thousands of 
dollars and the labor of a corps of government men, pro- 
fessors, and highly trained experts, all at work under 
the Yale man’s direction. 

So important does the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington consider the discovery that the greatest secrecy 
has been enjoined upon the workers at the Hammond 
laboratory at Fresh Water Cove, Gloucester, and next 
month a board of army and navy officials will gather there 
te witness torpedo experiments by the non-interferable 
wireless method. 

Hitherto it has been possible to operate a torpedo 
from the shore at an eight-mile speed, but the control 
has always lacked the fundamental essential of immunity 
from interference by an enemy. ‘That is, a hostile bat- 
tleship against which a land-operated torpedo might be 
directed, could, with its own wireless radio impulses, 
interfere and negative those of the land station. 

Mr. Hammond’s invention makes such interference a 
boomerang for an enemy, for with his new device, in case 
interference is attempted, the radio forces impelling the 
projectile instead of losing their efficiency are strength- 
ened and the torpedo is drawn toward its mark at an in- 
creased rate of speed. 

Today the interest of military officials, not only be- 
longing to this country, but of all the great powers who 
have secret agents here, is centered about the young 
Gloucester inventor’s device. 

In the little bay near Gloucester harbor’s mouth, be- 
neath the bluffs where tower the twin finger-like wireless 
masts, 360 feet high, which Mr. Hammond had built at 
a cost of $20,000, lies a fifty foot “house boat” recently 
remodelled for wireless control operations which the in- 
ventor, standing at a mysterious key-board in his labor- 
atory, can at will put through its paces out in the bay— 
two, three, four miles from there, running at a 12-mile 
speed, turning, stopping, backing, starting forward again, 
without interference by anyone on board if there happens 
to be anyone. 


Shore. 


The predecessor of this “house boat,” the “Radio,” 
a speedier type, was operated by wireless waves at a 
thirty-three-knot rate—an equal in speed to the fastest 
ironclad afloat. When the navy experts heard of this and 
satisfied themselves as to its truth, they requested Mr. 
Hammond to continue the experiments with a slower 
type with the result that the Hammond “house boat” 
was refitted for the radio tests. 

Strange tales are related by old Gloucester “salts” 
of the phantom craft without crew or pilot, which, late 
at night, as their schooners trimmed into the harbor’s 
mouth, came rushing past and then turned, circled around 
and crossed their bows again. Stories of secrecy and 
devilment are today levelled at the long, low gray-walled 
building, which, after dark, flashes the searchlight’s cone 
or brilliancy now astern, now well forward of the mys- 
terious “phantom flyer.” ‘The blue eyes in the lean, sun- 
tanned, boyish face of John Hays Hammond, Jr., grin 
at the words. 

“Ask me, and I'll admit that I prefer to have people 
think I am here merely at play with these wireless masts 
and the laboratory. What’s the difference? It’s a good 
thing that people are beginning to interest themselves in 
scientific literature. Superstitious nonsense has had its 
day. We're getting at things—the truth about ’em, Even 
religion will be scientific some day. The reason we haven’t 
moved faster towards truth has been because experi- 
mentors and investigators and inventors were too self- 
sufficient. ‘They didn’t listen to advice and suggestions.” 

Mr. Hammond is a member of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute at Washington, a number of government officials 
from which are to come to Gloucester soon to witness 
experiments by him with a hydro-aeroplane. 

His work in successfully operating the wireless tele- 
phone has attracted the interest of all the foremost ex- 
perts upon the subject. Here is one of the experiments 
in radio-dynamics which has caused the already more or 
less surprise-immune corps of employes at the Hammond 
estate to gasp with amazement. 

Several of the employes were in the laboratory. 

“Now,” remarked the youthful wizard, “I’ll show 
you something.” 

A curious little electrical mechanism lay on the table 

“Lights on,” Mr. Hammond suddenly cried. Instant- 
ly the room was flooded with rays from the surrounding 
bulbs. 

“Lights off!” Off went the lights. 

Nobody said a word. 

“Now you try it,” motioning to the nearest employe. 
“Whistle for ‘Lights on,’ then whistle for ‘Lights 
ik. e 

The man did as he was told and the flare of rays,

followed by obedient response at the second whistle, 
caused a shiver of real amazement among the spectators. 

John Hays Hammond, Jr., has 600 patents on orig- 
inal inventions that he has perfected since he began his 
experimental work at Gloucester a few years ago. For 
sone time his experiments have been thought important 
enough for the government to watch closely and army 
electrical experts are among the regular workers at the 
Hammond laboratory. With these, as an aid, is a ser- 
geant in the regular army, and from time to time the 
Navy Board sends other officials to investigate different 
experiments undertaken by Mr. Hammond. Apparatus 
is also loaned from Washington and little by little the 
work has grown of such interest to the war board that 
today the daily work within the walls of the laboratory 
is as much a secret as would be maintained at one of the 
different naval experiment stations. 

However, Mr. Hammond still has the direction of 
all undertakings that go on here and is regarded by the 
war officials as an authority in electrical work. 

Just now the wireless house-boat is the chief object 
of interest to both Mr. Hammond and the government 
aids. Imagine a fifty-foot craft a little wider than the 
ordinary small yacht, one that bulks up too much for any- 
thing like high speed, but an altogether safe and sane 
boat, equipped with wireless antennae, strung fore and 
aft to receive the radio pulsations which emenate from 
the station on shore. Below in the cabin of this little 
craft there is a small case, say the size of the cedar chest 
in the attic at home, where the winter furs are packed. 
This contains the machinery—this case with its tiny 
switchboard at one end and its coils, batteries and me- 
chanis™s connected with the antennae overhead. 

This, the steering gear and the motor that whines 
and hums when the boat begins to move, constitute the 
directing and motive power of the houseboat. A similar 
equipment would give life to a torpedo sent at a 33-mile 


clip just under the surface of the water toward a hostile 
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battleship. ; 

There are two classifications under which the opera- 
tion of such a wireless wave driven boat or torpedo comes: 
the “polypulse” method, that is, a number of differing 
impulses each of which operate a particular impulse at 
the receiving apparatus, and the “monopulse” method, 


whereby a single kind of an impulse sent out operates and 


controls any single’mechanism, or all of them. Mr. Ham- 
mond’s method of operating a wireless boat falls into the 
last class. It is as if a clock were fitted with a hand 
which, if operated from a distance, could be made to stop 
on any hour or minute, the hand needing to pause, say 
two seconds before the energy would be exerted. 


Before Mr. Hammond invented a method of effect- — 
ually preventing the antagonistic wireless waves from in- — 


terfering with a from-the-land driven boat or torpedo, it 


was believed by government officials that his success in — 
giving high speed to such a craft would go a long way 


toward solving the problem of coast defence. 

For with a torpedo driving at a rate of 33 miles an 
hour through the water, even though a battleship should 
see such a weapon of destruction approaching, there would 


not be time to get inside the torpedo’s control before it — 


had reached its mark, since it would require nearly thirty 
minutes to find the right wave length to stop the torpedo. 

Recently Mr. Hammond has been carrying on tests to 
aid in rendering invisible to an enemy the part of a tor- 
pedo out of water when the projectile is speeding toward 
it’s mark. 

Very soon he is to take up work with a hydro-aero- 
plane, that is, an air ship which starts from the water 
and flies in the air. 
a water craft from a fixed station will be applied to the 
operation of an aeroplane which will start, rise and go 
through air manoeuvers directed by the operations of the 
wireless wizard at his keyboard in the laboratory as 
smoothly as if guided by the hand and brain of a steers- 
man on board.

It cannot be contended that “the slate” is ob- 
jectionable to the party. Nevertheless the real intent of 
the primaries has been defeated by the Democratic state 
machine. By this means they have an advantage in get- 
ting down to real work for the election now, instead of 
the day after the results of the primaries are declared. 
The Republican party is having a wholesome contest that 
will redound to the good of the party and whichever con- 
dered than is now being rendered in the contest between 
Colonel Benton and Congressman. A. P. Gardner. It 
will rebound to the good of the party and whichever con- 
testant wins he will have a larger and more enthusiastic 
support than if the Republican nomination had been “‘a 
simple hand out” by the machine.

‘The best thing 
the party could have, a spirited contest, is now on and 
the early days of November will prove it. But then there 
is Foss! How can one who has followed the careful gen- 
eralship of the present Governor believe that he could 
have been so negligent as to have failed in so simple a 
matter as the number of signatures on a nomination pa- 
per. He is a more careful politician than that. No one 
knows what he will do. He certainly has not fallen be- 
tween two stools. He has thrown off his Democratic af- 
filiations and has effectively intiinated his determination 
to stand with the Republican party. Governor Foss is in 
4 position to see and know and pick a winner. No one 
realizes more than he that true progressiveness is to be 
found within the ranks of the Republican party. Essex 
county will-undoubtedly sustain its own candidate, Con- 
gressman Gardner.

THe RETIREMENT of W. Cameron Forbes from the 
office of Governor-General of the Philippines will be a 
distinct loss to our government in that dependency. Gov. 
Forbes succeeded a strong man in power and under his 
administration the gains already made there have been 
held and a progressive policy, productive of good results, 
inaugurated. So successful has the administration of af- 
fairs been that the Philippines have long since ceased to 
command first page attention in the news of the day. The 
Philippines came to the United States by the strange for- 
tunes of the war for the liberation of Cuba and this un- 
wonted charge has been no small problem. It is difficult 
for a ruler to properly govern a nation already discip- 
lined and capable of self-government, but to assume the 
government of an untutored, undisciplined people such 
as the Philippinos and govern them peacefully and suc- 
cessfully is a problem worthy of a great mind. Gov. 
Forbes has had a dual problem, the administration of the 
government as the Governor-General and the greater 
problem of developing the native race, by education, exe- 
cutive training and opportunities for service, to that con- 
dition of mind and spirit which would permit self-govern- 
ment. Forbes has succeeded signally in both depart- 
ments of his work and recently Harvard University 
bestowed upon him an honorary degree in recognition of 
the constructive work which he rendered on the islands. 
Governor Forbes is a valuable man and his services in the 
interests of the United States Government ought to be 
required in the near future for some other responsible 
position reauiring tact, constructive ability and executive 
diplomacy of a prgressive type.
